The company contemplates additions to 
1 electrical plant next spring costing $29,000, 
and new generating apparatus for gas will 
cost about $25,000. The present capacity 
of each is nearly reached. He estimated 
3 per cent as a fair depreciation charge on 
the gas plant and 7 per cent on the electri- 
cal fie also said that the company had 
charged some $15, (XX) of construction items 
into the expense account during the 
past two years, aud in former years items 
of expense bad been charged to con- 
struction in order to give a higher book 
value to the plant. The present book value 
is within $30,CHX> of what he considered the 
actual value, although the assessors valua- 
tion of nearly $500,000 is $30,000 above the 
book value. The profits the last year were 
$r.2,4Mi 13 and the profit aud loss account is 
$172,199 7ii. 

The gas works can manufacture 500,000 
feet per day, with a storage of double that 
amount and a daily consumption of 475,000 
feet. Mr. Learned also stated that the 
company had always made plenty of 
money and put it into the plant. 

The hearing of evidence was then closed 
and the matter adjourned for argument of 
counsels until Dec. 17th.

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BOARD OF ALDFRMEN. 

Refused to Accept Hayor's Veto of 1001 Budget and 
Amount Stands $1,1.10,060 27. 

Hearing on Need of Playground In Wards I and VII, Where "The 
Boys arc Worth It.” Tyrrell Case Disposed Of. 


The regular meeting of the board of 
aldermen was held last Monday evening, 
Dee. 3rd, President Hally in the chair and 
Aldermen Brown, Chesley, Dana, Fisher. 
Hutchinson, Lothrop. Lowell. Lyman, 
Norris, Pond, Pulslfer, Stiokney, Trow 
bridge, Ward well, Warren, Weed and 
Weeks, being present. 

Mayor Wilson assumed the chair and 
presided during the drawing of the follow- 
ing petit jurors for theU. S. District Court 
by Alderman Lothrop: Henry G. Hil- 
dreth, Edward P. Bosson, Dennis J. Linne- 
lian and John V. Sullivan. 

The first regular business was a public 
bearing on petition of citizens for a play- 
ground in War Is l 7. 

A. Walker Blakemore, Esq., was the 
first speaker and stated that the growth in 
this district for 10 years was 37 percent., 
resulting in a rapid increase in the juvenile 
population, and a restricting of available 
areas for recreation purposes. Mr. Blake- 
more presented two propositions; first, for 
the board to take the old mill property, 
corner of Church and Bellevue streets, the 
cost of which would be from 8-10,000 to $50,- 
000 . As it is not possible for the citizens to 
raise the usual half of this sum, he sug- 
gested that such amount 1 e assessed upon 
Wards One and Seven under the nets of 
1898. Second— To use Cabot Park as a 
playground for Wards One, Two and Seven 
and for which the only cost would be for 
grading, equipment and maintenance- This 
proposition also would call for the use of 
Far low Park by the smaller children, who 
would be unable to go as far as (Jabot Park. 

The necessity was urgent for some action 
and reference to the favorable considera- 
tion of the next board of aldermen was 
suggested, and with a statement thnt the 
citizeus would persevere in the matter un- 
til successful. Mr. Blakemore closed. 

Mr. D. C. Ileath, president of the New- 
ton Educational Association, spoke as to 
the necessity of playgrounds in general, 
and likened parks to the parlors in old 
fashioned houses, to be looked at but not 
used. The association inteuds to ask for 
two playgrounds for every ward, and be- 
lieved it good investment for the city to 
put $ 100,000 into them. 

Mr. Fred H. Tucker said he was inter- 
ested in boys and in travelling in England 
and Scotland had noticed that the boys 
there were much more healthy than in 
America, and there was less smoking and 
profanity. He believed it due to the pub- 
lic playgrounds with which each town was 
supplied. Boys in Wards One and Seven 
are reported as stealing away to barus to 
smoke cigarettes and read dime novels, be- 
cause they had no chance to play. Brook- 
line has 9 playgrounds. 

Mr. W. F. Garoelon said he believed in 
jihysicaLculture and endorsed all that had 

Supt. A. B. Fifield thought that organ- 
ized play was a great factor in a’ boy’s lite 
and urged that playgrounds be pushed as 
fast as was consistent with reasonable 
economy, in order to build up that health 
which after all is more important than 
scholarship. 

Mr. Howard Whitmore told how the 
boys had been pushed from one piece of 
land to another until there was uo more 
room for them, and quoted ex- Mayor BotU- 
leld as being in hearty sympathy with the 
movement. 

Mr Win, T, Coppins spoke in the same 
vein, and Mr. E O Childs, Jr , speaking 
for the Normntum boys, said that the Boys’ 
Club there hud in winter uti attendance of 
140 boys. After ihe club closed in summer 
the boys got into mischief because there 
was no place for them to play. He be- 
lieved u playground would solve the pro- 
blem and asked the board to give its atten 
tion to the boys of Newton because they 
ure worth it. 

Mr. J. W. Davis said that as a citizen of 
Ward 7 he believed they would be glad to 
pay such amount as the board might assess 
for this purpose. 

Mr. F. O. Barber believed that play- 
grounds would help to stem the rising tide 
of epidemic and sickness. 

Mr. Chas. F Avery endorsed the project 
generally and wished it extended through- 
out the city. 

Mr. II. F. Sylvester was heartily ir, favor 
of the boys and said it was a question of 
growth not fun. 

Letters were read from Messrs Frank A. 
Day, C. W. Luring, Herbert A. Wilder, 
Hon. G. I). Gilman and Hou. Samuel L. 
Powers endorsing the project, and the 
hearing closed. 

At the heuring on tuking land for sewer 
purposes in Ashton uvenue, Mr. Frank 
Pope entered a remonstrance for himself 
and mother, us only one house cau be 
served by the sewer, and the assessment 
will be an unnecessary expense to which 
all tlie ubuttors bat one are opposed. 

A letter of protest wus rend from Mr. C. 
A. Vmal and the hearing closed. 

Upon the matter of taking land for 
sewer iu Jlummondswood road, Mr. H. B. 
Page urged immediate uction as it was u 
case of extreme urgency. Mr. Geo. A. 
Ward, owner of the fee in the laud, ob- 
jected for himself and Mrs Morse, an- 
other abuttor, unless the street is accepted 
as a public street. 

No one appeared at hearings upon taking 
laud for sewers iu new street oil Morton 
street, and in Kensington street, and the 
hearings were closed. 

MAYOR'S VETO. 

President Bully then presented the fol- 
lowing c uiimioication from the mayor: 

'Jo the Board of Aldermen, 

Gentlemen -I return, without my ap- 
proval. the following items ol the Older 
No 2572 1 , known us the budget, dated Nov. 
If), 1900 , making the annuul appropriation

of Deputy Commissioner of Sewers,” Is 
not approved, ns 1 believe the department 
will suffer no detriment without such an 
office. When I recommended that the city 
have tlie entile services of the street com- 
missioner, it was witli the understanding 
that he could dispense with several sub- 
heads of the department 
The organization of the street depart- 
ment does not squire a street commission- 
er. a deputy commissioner, two division 
foremen, ami a deputy sewer commissioner. 

On several occasions, In consultation 
with the street commissioner, he has fully 
agreed with me, that the services of the 
deputy commissioner of sewers could be 
depetised with, and that his intentions 
were to di-oontinue said services. 

It does not seem necessary to pay a salary 
of $1,800, together with horses and car- 
riages and maintenance of same, for siiper- 
vislon of work which can be conducted 
under the direction of the inspectors and 
foremen of the department, all surveys, 
designs and grndes being made and estab- 
lished by the city engineer’s department. 

1 would also call attention to the fact that 
no office of deputy commissioner of sewers 
exists either by law or ordinance, but is u 
designation of convenience to cover the 
duties of a subordinate iu the sewer 
division of the street department, in the 
same manner as the terms, deputy commis- 
sioner and division foremeu are used iu the 
highway division. 

The compensation of these latter named 
employees is not attempted to be fixed by 
an order, and there seems to be no good 
reason for following adifTerent course with 
an employee of the sewer division. 

In reference to the items of the budget 
from which my approval is withheld, I de- 
sire to say that the amounts recommended 
in my communication to you of Oct. 31, are 
still adhered to. as providing for ail needed 
requirements for the ensuing year. This 
statement is the result of my deliberate 
judgment, formed from an intimate knowl- 
edge of the wauts of the city, which I may 
be permitted to say, it bus been my aim 
and pleasure to acquire.

The items disapproved by the mayor 
were considered separately, and iu relation 
to the sum of $14,282.50 appropriated for 
public property, Alderman Lowell said 
that that amount was a careful estimate 
based ou sums actually expended last year, 
and that it was false economy to reduce it. 

The board took the same view and passed 
the same unanimously over the mayor’s 
veto, 17 ayes, 4 absent. 

I u regard to the item of St , 000 for alms- 
house expenses. Aldermen Dana and Lowell 
spoke in favor of retention as it was 
uect-ssary to construct a new wagou shed 
and shingle the old barn. This item was 
also unanimously passed over the veto, 18 
ayes, 3 absent. 

Upon the item of S10.000 for general re- 
pairs, street department, Alderman Daua 
stated that that sum was a compromise be- 
tween the sum recommended by the depart- 
ment and tbat recommended by the mayor. 
Alderman Lothrop believed tbat tbe de- 
partment c<<uld not get along with less 
than $70,000, and the board thereupon 
unanimously passed it over the veto lr* a 
vote of 18 yeas, 3 absent. 

Upon tbe item of $0,500 for Tremont 
street drain, Alderman Daua said that 
while he had no strong objections to plac- 
ing tbe amouut in bonds, he believed that 
as long as other drainage items were in the 
budget, that all should be treated the same. 
He thought that the inuuner of bringing 
such items together in the budget tended 
towards decreasing the sum total. He 
suggested that the drainage items be passed 
over the veto uud that the finance commit- 
tee could then tuke up the questiou of 
bunding them. 

Aldermau Lothrop was in hearty sym- 
pathy with the drainage matters and also 
believed iu the pay as you go policy. 

City Engineer rarubatn was called upon 
and said that the drains were needed, as 
the system of surface druinuge had been 
neglected. 

Alderman Weeks believed in the pay- 
ment by bonds and believed tbe sewer 
system wus analogous. 

Alderman Lyman said that drains are 
necessities and that it costs more to neglect 
them, then to do the work at an opportune 
tune. 

Alderman Trowbridge called attention to 
the rapid grow.h of the district, w hich the 
drain was to serve, and the board unani- 
mously iu euch case passed this item, and 
that of SUXX) for Crafts street drain over 
the veto, by votes of 18 ayes, 4 absent. 

In tbe matter of salary of the deputy 
commissioner of sewers, Aldermau Daua 
said that it was rather iate for the mayor 
to attempt a re-organization of the depart- 
ment, just as he is about to retire. He be- 
lieved that as the matter did not afYect the 
budget, that it should be left to the incom- 
ing mayor. And this item was unanimous- 
ly passed over tbe veto by a vote of 18 to 3. 

Communications from the school board 
approving of the Ash street site for new’ 
school house, and disapproving of pro- 
posed site ou Munet road lor school house 
were respectively placed on file and re- 
ferred to the public property committee.

Strong wus granted a license for two bowl- 
ing alleys at Newton Highlands, without 
reference.

Alderman Trowbridge thought the man 
was honest; the city clerk road hi* corre- 
spondence with Mr. Tyrrell amt Alderman 
Usher thought the committee should be 
sustained. 

Alderman Weed's amendment to grant a 
license for an intelligence office to Mr. 
Tyrrell was then defeated by a tie vote, 
Aldermen Brown, Chesley, Dana t Norris. 
Pulslfer, Trowbridge, Ward well. Weed ami 
Weeks voting yes, (9), Aldermen Fisher, 
Hutchinson, Lothrop, Lowell, Lyman, 
Pond, Stick ney, Warren and Bally (0), 
voting no, 3 absent. 

The report was then accepted. 

The Dockland Club was granted a license 
for a pool table on recommendation of tbe 
license committee. 

Deports of the finance committee recom- 
mending a grant of $48,446.88 for city ex- 
penses for December; the issue of $100,000 
in temporary loans; favorable to appropria- 
tion ol $8,735 40 lor laud for school on- Ash 
street, and tecommending additional appro 
priations of $2,500 for poor out of alms- 
house; $2,500 tor Newton hospital, health 
department; $1,500 for elections; $300 for 
registration of voters, and $250 for main- 
tenance of heating and lighting plant, city 
hall, were received. 

Similar action was taken upon the report 
of the public property committee relative 
to new school building on Ash street, while 
the records of the board were approved on 
recommeudatiou of the committee on 
journal. 

Deport of the street light committee

Deports favorable to locating un arc light 
on Grove street and for street lights on 
Oxford road, Warwick road, Salisbury and 
Winchester roads, and ou Wubun avenue 
and Carleton road were received, and 
orders therefor adopted, oue light ou Pleas- 
ant street being added to tbe orders. 

Alderman Chesley was granted permis- 
sion to move a building on Linden street, 
subjeet to signatures of the street coimuis- 
aioiH*#uid inspector of wires. 

Orders taking land and authorizing con- 
struction of sewers iu Ashton avenue, 
Hummoudswood road, Kensington street, 
and a new street off Mortou street were 
unanimously udopted. 

A order directing the public buildings 
commissioner to procure pluus ior a 12 
room school building on Ash street, sub- 
stantially ou the basis of the new Bigelow 
sehool, was recommitted after a spirited 
debate, iu which Aldermen Warren, Weed, 
Brown, Lyinau, Fisher, Chesley partici- 
pated, the question of accepting present 
plans, and their ownership, uud the advis- 
ability of securing new pluns through com- 
petition being warmly discussed, 

On motion of Aldermau Weed the play- 
ground petition from Wards Oue and Seven 
wus relerred to the public property com 
mittee. 

Tbe city clerk was authorized to receive 
the returns from the city election on Deo. 
11 and report at the next meeting of the 
buard, and adjournment wus reached ut 
11 35 o’clock p. m.

CONTINUED FROM PAOR ONE. 

At the rooms of tho (Jus Commissioners 
at tho State House lust Tuesday morning, 
the hnaring on tho petition of city and citi- 
zens for better ami cheaper gas and elec- 
tricity was resumed before the commis- 
sioners. 

The gns company sought to rebut tho 
evidence submitted by the petitioners some 
two weeks ago and I’atrkk Valley, tho 
foreman of construction of the electrical 
d partment, was the first witness. Mr. 
Valley staled his efforts to discover tho 
cause of the trouble with house lighting at 
Chestnut Hill during October and liuding 
it to be caused by a broken pole near thn 
residence of Mr. (Jeorge Walker, which 
allowed the wires to lie upon the trees. 
He has six to twelve men under his direc- 
tion for construction and inspection pur- 
poses, 

Mr. Harry T. Edgar, nu employe of 
Stone & Webster and manager of the elec- 
tric light plants at Lowell and Brockton, 
testified to visiting the power station of 
the company and inspecting the Chestnut 
IIilI line. This line he reported us being 
in very good condition und all right, and 
there was no reason why that district 
should not receive good service. There 
wus no way of avoiding tho trees unless the 
wire was hung like a trolley. There was 
a difference between the steadiness of the 
light from a hand and an automatic regu- 
lated machine. He tested the line on Dec. 
3rd and found no grounds to speak of. The 
method of construction appeared to be up 
to modern ideas, and while it could not be 
a fine line on a count of the trees, still it 
was a good line. On cross-examination it 
developed that Mr. Edgar had made two 
15-mlnute visits at the power station und 
was about an hour and u half going over 
the line at Chestnut Hill. 

Mr. Charles II. Euiiies, another employe 
of Stone & Webster, stated that he hud 
tested some six different lights on six differ- 
ent circuits of the street lighting plant 
with an average wuttugo of 801 (contract is 
873). That he sturted from the power 
station with un employe of the company to 
make the tests. He thought the high wat- 
tage due to condition of lump, although he 
hud had no experience in testing or tbut 
kind of distribution. 

Supt. Welles E. Holmes was next called 
and said he had been in that ottiee since 
188'.). That the tests of Mr. Eames were 
fairly represented. He related the October 
trouble at Chestnut Hill und his efforts to 
locate it. He was not humpered by the 
company in the mutter of maintenance and 
repairs. The Chestnut llill circuit was 
hard regulated und not entirely etticient, 
uttliough its physical condition wus good. 
The house service might be defective troin 
stones, trees, loose switches, poor house- 
wiring or cheap lumps. They were not 
allowed to trim trees. Patrolmen ut night 
had unlitnlied powers to repluce bad lamps 
with new ones. All employees of the com- 
pany were required to report trouole on 
the lines and were liable to be used at 
night on emergencies. The Chestnut Hill 
district was under the contract system 
until the gas was carried there in 1898, and 
three mouths’ uotice given all their cus- 
tomers of the change to meter rates. Hud 
frequently found customers using from 2 to 
3 times the current contracted for, Ilad 
received more complaints since meters were 
put in from Chestnut Llill. Meiers li d 
been used in rest of city since 18113. New 
lumps were supplied customers at cost 
(18 cents) und delivered free. The city 
never usked for tests on street lighting and 
hud never made any general complaints of 
service. Since the last hearing the patrol- 
men hud been cautioned to be more care 
ful. Company begun about a month ago to 
work on plans for new machinery which 
was expected about June 1st. 

The hearing wus then adjourned to 
Thursday morning.

(’use is here to attend to the electrical 
effects.” This was the signal for a perfect 
storm of laughter and applause and it was 
several minutes before the show pro- 
ceeded.

THE MAYOR’S VETO. 


The veto of the annual appropriation 
order received scant courtesy at the hands 
of the aldermen last Monday evening, and 
in some respects such action was justified. 
The veto of §10,500 of drainage items, on 
the ground that these are permanent im- 
provements, and if built in any one year 
should be paid for by the proceeds of long 
time notes etc., is manifestly inconsistent 
when the fact that about §18,000 for simi- 
lar work in the same budget is quietly ap- 
proved by Mayor Wilson. The Mayor is 
right in the matter of paying for this work 
by notes, but all such items should be treat- 
ed alike. 

The Mayor is also weak in his veto of 
the salary of the Deputy Sewer Commis- 
sioner as he has had it wholly within his 
piwer during the last two years to abolish 
the office. As he has not done so, it is 
hardly fair to avail himself of the services 
of such an official, and then endeavor to 
possibly handicap the new Mayor, in the 
manner attempted. Moreover the ordiu 
ance gives to the heads of the departments, 
with the approval of the Mayor, the power 
to fix the salaries of all subordinate offi- 
ials. 

The mayor is right in his contention that 
the item does not belong In the appropri 
ation order, but in other respects his action 
is open to criticism. 


THE CITY ELECTION. 


By an unusual combination of circum- 
stances, the campaign for the mayoralty, 
which l ore all the ear murks of a scrap, 
has developed into a very tame affair, the 
only contests being over ward alderman- 
ships in Wards 1, 2, 3 and 5. 

Mr. Pickard, therefore, can join the ranks 
of the very few men who have been un- 
opposed in their electiou us mayor for the 
first time. Mr. Pickurd is fully entitled to 
this honor, from his long and active ser- 
vice as a businessman und citizen, and will 
grace the mayor’s office with a genial 
dignity which will be a credit to the city, 

The wards in which contests occur for 
aldermen owe a duty to the rest of the 
city, to elect the Republican candidates in 
every case, and not ullow anything to go 
by default, by taking everything for 
granted. 

The same remark upplies with double 
force to the vote on the license question. 
Let each man understand that his vote may 
b } the decisive vote on this important 
matter, and do his whole duty to himself, 
his family and city by voting “No.” 


THE CAUCUS ACT. 


By u small although decisive vote, the 
Republicans have continued to pin their 
fuith to the Boston caucus act The politi- 
cians who were supposed to be against the 
act, did uot work very hard to defeat it, 
and, iudeed about all the work was done 
in favor of the act, by a gentlemau who 
evidently does not consider himself a po i 
tician.

A Note of Alarm. 

To the Editor of the Graphic: 

If there were any sharp contests this 
year for city offices, there would probably 
be a large Note, but as it is likely to be a 
one-sided aiTair, quite a number of our 
Newton people will think it hardly worth 
while to go to the polls.

They would 
like to buy uearer home. 

Strange to suy a few men eaclt year vote 
for license because they think it uulair to 
Boston to unload our drinkers upon them. 
Whutun odd sort of benevolence is this! 
As if a man who was being stuug on his 
bauds and face by wasps would uncover his 
arms so that the area for the attacks of 
these geutle creatures might be made 
larger! 

Usually the impulse is to cover up as 
much surface as possible from venomous 
attucks. No doubt the vote for license will 
be as large us ever. Perhaps lurger this 
year, for it seems to be growtug. 

But what about the vote ou the other 
side? Shall it be less emphatic this year 
than last? Is not the credit, tiie good 
name, of this city worth the little effort it 
requires to cast a ballot? 

The man who believes in no Iiceuse, but 
who does not tuke the trouble to vote 
would be greatly chagrined if he were to 
tiud that Newton had gone in favor tf the 
liquor trafiic. But supposing tiie vote is 
not iu favor of license u decreasing mu 
jority against the traffic is also to he de- 
plored, und therefore every one who be- 
lieves that the suloon would injure our 
city should record his vote on Tuesduy.

Tlut opening paper was by Prof. Francis 
(}. Peabody of Cambridge. Ho said the 
great remedy for idleness is work, mid the 
only way to exterminate the tr&nip is to 
make him work. He told how this is done 
in Holland, A colony Ims been formed 
upon a tract of land twelve miles from 
anywhere, surrounded by a barren waste 
Here every vagrant is sent and compelled 
to work for his board and lodging and a 
little money over, not as much as an able- 
bodied, willing laborer can earu, hut 
enough to give Ihe Migrant a chance when 
ho returns to tho world. The guarding 
force is small. If a man chooses to run 
away, lie can, and I did not untlet stand 
that he Is ever pursued. If, after he has 
traversed the barren waste, ho begins to 
beg, lie Is arrested amt sent back. If he 
steals, he Is committed to Jail. If he goes 
to work, he is no longer a tramp. Some- 
times, he escapes to the coast, and ships to 
America, a consummation very grateful to 
the authorities. The work these tramps 
do in the colony is the reclaiming of the 
wnste lands, and all the incidental work 
of the community, cooking, wushing, shoe 
making, tailoring, etc. Prof. Peabody sug- 
gested that the Capo Cod Canal might be 
accomplished by some such scheme. He 
told of his own application of tho remedy 
of work. Many tramps apply at his door. 
He Invested live dollars in having a tree 
cut down and divided into convenient 
lengths, and now every beggar that applies 
is told that he will be paid for sawing, 
spiling and piling a certain amount nf 
wood. "If” said Pr< f. Peabody, “I had 
made this address yesterday I should have, 
reported as the result ot my investment 
two reformed men. But 1 regret to say 
that this morning 1 received a letter from I 
one of them, saying that after holding out 
for six mouths, he had fullen and wus in 
jail.” The other was a boy of good family, 
who had been persuaded to go home, and 
seems to be Mttliug down and behaving 
himself. 

The next paper was the exceedingly In- 
teresting and suggestive report of a com- 
mittee appointed in 18!i7 to investigate the 
methods of dealing with tramps in the 
various cities und towns of the state. The 
committee sent sheets of questions to over- 
seers of the poor, and other charitable 
agencies, in every community, and in most 
instances received careful answers. Some 
of Hie smaller towns report no experience 
of tbe tramp problem. Many cities and 
towns report a more or less definite work 
test, with the result of a great decrease in 
the number of tramps, who, however, 
merely make a detour of such towns, and 
puss to others where no work test is up- 
plied. Wakefield is the only town that 
supports u tramp house pure and simple. 
The relief officer of Wakefield told us 
afterward, that a definite amount of work 
in the wood-yard is required of every 
tramp. The men are received ut dark, 
obliged to submit to a bath, and given 
beds. Their clothing is taken, placed in 
bags, thoroughly steamed, dried, and re- 
turned ,o them in the morning, when they 
receive their breakfast do their work and 
go away. It is found that more trumps ap- 
ply on Saturday night then any other, be- 
cause no work is required on Sunday. The 
authorities have therefore bud electric 
lights put in, and require the regular job 
done Saturday night before the bath and 
bed. Within a few days, they had had a 
equest from “a sort of home missionary” 
,<> be allowed to preach to the tramps on 
Sunday, and they were considering whether 
it might not be well to substitute that for 
the work test on that day. They have 
sold over a hundred cords of wood and be- 
lieve that the scheme can be made profit- 
able. The dealers in wood of Wakefield 
are strongly opposed to the enterprise, and 
are intending to fight it ut the next town- 
meeting. 

The conclusions arrived at by the com- 
mittee drawing up this report ure that 
there should be a work test, that it should 
be uniform throughout the state, and that 
legislation to this effect should be asked 
for. The report is to be printed and should 
be read by every man and woman feeling 
the slightest interest in this uud similiar 
problems. 

After this report, and another from a 
Boston police officer, who has been de- 
tailed to attend especially to tramp*, beg- 
gars, peddlers und street musicians, re- 
marks were made by various gentlemen, 
whose opinions ranged from those of the 
chief-of police who took the view that any 
one that would lie would steal, and all 
tramps were liars, to those of Judge Pet- 
tingill of Mulden, who denied that all 
tramps would lie, and took the same high 
Christiun ground with regard to our duty 
tothemthut Prof. Peabody had taken. 

The meeting wus brought to a close by a 
few words from Mr. Jeffrey It. Brackett of 
the Charity organization Society of Haiti 
more, who suid that while work is the su- 

C reme remedy, it should be supplemented' 
y investigation, uud that any individual 
or community whogavea tramp a night’s 
lodging and a breakfast or other meal, 
with or without an umount of work to pay 
for it, and then let him go without inquiry 
was simply confirming him iu his wt y 
of living. 

The meeting served to deepen a convic- 
tion that in Newton we need a Wayfarr’s 
Lodging house, not in u police sration, a 
work test und u person whose sole duty it 
shull he to "look after" all wayfnrers, not 
simply to make them “move on” but to 
fiued out all about them, to discriminate 
between the dishonest und idle, und 
those who would work if they could, und 
to report the "helpublu” to the proper 
authorities.

It was the four ward-aldertnen contests and the interest in the license vote that fur- 
nished the excitement at Tuesday’s city election. But for these, time would probably 
have hung much heavier on the hands of the preoinct otllcers, and the disinterested 
voter would have needed some other reminder of the importance of his ballot. 

As it wus only 3257 men aud 51 women out of a total registration of 5704 men and 564 
women, attended the polls. At the state election a vote of fully 89 per cent, was cast, 
while Tuesday the per cent, was 50 of the male registration and 9 of the female. 

The license question brought out the heaviest vote 3017, while Mr. Pickard received 
2084. Of the aldermeu ut large C. S. Eusigu had the smallest 1537, and Ur. F. M. Lowe 
tna greatest 2131. 

There were four precincts carried by the “Yes” adherents, precinct 1 of Ward 1, pre- 
cinct 1 -»f Ward 3, preoinct 2 of Ward 4 and precinct 1 of Ward 5. 

In Ward 1 F. A. Hubbard, Republican, received a majority of 50 over J. O’Connell, 
Democrat; in Ward 2. J. F. Lothrop, Republican, hud a majority of 103 over C. E 
Hodges, Democrat ; in Ward 3. John W. Weeks, Republican, secured a majority of 134 
over Marcus Morton, Democrat, while in Ward 5 the Republican candidate, C. H. Ward 
well, had a majority of 108 over .1. M. Spence, the Democratic candidate. 

The light vote throughout the city was responsible for early returns, and before 8 
o'clock every iigure was known aud recorded. Mr. Pickard and Alderman A. S. Norris 
received the congratulations of their friends and supporters by keeping open house. 


OLD STRUCTURE CONDEMNED DY WARD 0 
PARENTS WHO RELIEVE IT SHOULD RE 
SUPPLANTED BY A MODERN ONE. 

A gathering of representative Newton 
Contre men and women which quite Ailed 
the hull of the Mason school building, dis- 
missed. on last Saturday evening the needs 
of a now building for the grammar school 
pupils. Mr. George S. Smith presided. 
With oharnotertistio enterprise the leaders 
of the movement bail gathered much in- 
teresting data regarding the inadequacy 
of the present structure. Of all the facts 
not one was more convincing than the op- 
pressive air contained within the four 
walls of the hull aud with which every- 
body was particularly impressed. Even 
the opening of windows did not relieve 
conditions and when adjournment oame 
about in o'clock there was not one present 
who doubted what had been said concern- 
ing poor ventilation. 

Prof. Woodbridge and Mr. Allen fur- 
nished expert testimony concerning the 
poor ventilation of the entire buildinyf 
the danger in oase of nre aud the incom- 
plete sanitarles. 

Dr. Lorlng declared that the poor venti- 
lation was responsible for much ill heultli, 
and pronounced the structure as inade- 
quate, unsanitary and unsafe, lie said the 
building was erected over thirty years and 
since Unit time had been but little im- 
proved. 

He said that while Newton Centre resi- 
dents furnished their children witli the 
best home environment they were wi- 
ling to allow them to study in a building 
totally unlit for school purposes. 

Mr. Webster said be hoped the matter 
would be given ton committee of twelvo 
to consider. Speaking of the history of 
the structure he said it was one of the old- 
est buildings in the city uml had under 
gone but few changes since it hud been 
erected. 

Mrs. Melcher said that there were 8 
rooms for 37G.pupils while in the Bigelow 
district 12 rooms and a hall were used by 
about 300 pupils. 

Mr. H. 11. Kendall suid that the rooms 
intended for 30 or 40 pupils were occupied 
by 50. He described the stuffy little dress- 
ing rooms when tilled with clothing, the ab- 
sence of sunshine, and how when the win- 
dows were opened to aid the ventilation, 
the cold air struck the pui i s on the back 
of the neck. 

Unfortunate Mr. Spinney, Mr. Kendall 
said, was obliged to sit in ilie hall us lie 
had no other otlice. If he wanted to get 
warm he found it necessary to go into one 
of the rooms. (Laughter) 

Prof. Ripley Ueclured he hud made a test 
of the atmospheric conditions and found 
that the uir in the .-Ghoul rooms contained 
18 percent carbonic acid gas. He said he 
wus going to take his childrcuout of school 
until a new building was provided. He 
characterized the building as uo better 
than a second class stable. He said the 
pupils would soou be bulgiug out of the 
windows. 

Mr, A C. Walworth declared that any re 
pa rs upon the present ventilating system 
would cost at least §10,000. He pointed out 
the inexpediency of any repairs and said 
that the most economical course would be 
the erection of a new building Mr. Wal- 
worth declared that he believed that the 
Mason school was conducted on the 
Chinese principle of Inversion : Hues that 
should lead up, led down ; ventilators that 
ought to be open were shut, and ventilators 
thut ought to be shut were open ; the saui- 
taries were carefully guarded by Are proof 
arrangements and the engine and boiler 
covered by a thin partition of boards; 
the pupils occupied the rooms and the 
principal sat in the entry with his coat aud 
hut on. (Laughter) 

Among the other speakers were Hon. A. 
L Hoi wood. Alderman Henry BuilyaudW. 
M. Noble. They were all in tavor of a new 
building and expressed their views on the 
possibility of securing a new structure for 
Newton Centre. 

Just before the close of the meeting a 
committee of 12 was appointed to keep 
tiie mutter in mind and act us it deemed 
best in order that tiie agitation might be 
Cbutinued.

November uml December are nature’s 
especial resting times. Summer is all gone. 
The days are short and cold, and also 
dark, not only because so short, but by rea- 
son of abundant clouds 
In these two months, the life of rush, 
fret, worry and care, tlmt would better 
1 never be ut all, should be at its least, 

I whether of business by day or exciting 
; pleasure-going at night, 
j Food is life, famine is death. Warmth is 
J life, cold is death. Audit isequally true 
tlmt light is life while durkness is death. 

| When roving, resting or working on 
wide levels, or, better still, on hill-tops, 
we are at the centre of u full hemisphere 
of all the lig: t there is in every direction, 
aud we greatly thrive iu it and by it. But, 
indoors, how small at the bust, und often, 
how very small is the porportion of win- 
dow to walls and ceiling. It is therefore 
ouly by u natural instinct thut tlie lover of 
light for its cheer ami its healthfulness 
pushes the sha les to tire top when in shady 
rooms, or on cloud v days, though protec- 
ting himself ut other times from the full 
glare of sunshine. 

Knowing, too, us every one does by ex- 
perience, tlie difficulty of working comfort 
ably by tlie level light of sunrise or sun- 
set. tlie lover of light well knows, that, 
for convenience, it should come from ubuve 
the level of tlie eyes. For all purposes of 
eyesight, the light from the upper sash of 
a window therefore is worth twice us 
much as tiiat from tin* lower sash -except 
for little children playing on the floor, ami 
the light from the upper half of tlmt upper 
sash is twice as good as that from its lower 
half. Yet how often we see tlie whole up- 
per sasli shaded. I bis may bu to prevent 
the room from fading. 'I’ll is is ull very 
well, if no one is in tlie room, but if per- 
sons must fade, or tilings must fade, by all 
meuns let tilings fade, rather than let faces 
fade. 

Things are tlie servants of the users. To 
bu the servants of things— as a low, but not 
many, ure— turns life upside down, iu 
making ourselves subjects ot wlmt should 
only serve our purposes. 

T hen, too, as high scientiiic authority 
tells us, light is the best germicide, uml 
sunshine should sometimes directly enter 
every often used room. Thou what dead- 
ly dungeons tlie central looms ure, of 
those city houses tlmt ure three room* 
deep-much us we hate to to apply such 
uncanny words to rooms which people 
ere trying to use us homes. It is therefore 
gratifying to see on suiue new city houses 
live windows, instead of only two or three, 
on the swell fronts, so us to thiow more 
light into the gloomily und unhealthily 
dark ‘nuermost rooms. it would bu 
well, indeed, it iu such cases entire fronts 
could be mostly glass, yet treated urchitoc- 
turally so us to distinguish them iu some 
wuv from shop fronts. Let there be light. 
Indeed there is light, uhundunt und free, 
wherever .nuture reigns. Then let every 
one live in tier lap, whicli is the couutry, 
und cure more for the worth of life thuu 
of the price of luud, uml be proud to set u 
good exumple of the intelligent use of light, 
whether

THE HIGHER THANKSGIVING. 

A THANKSGIVING SERMON BY REV. GKO. 

It. OK08K OF TI1E NEW TON M. K. CHURCH 

THE LORD OF HOSTS IS WITH US. PSALM 
40 7. 

(Puldlsliod by Request.) 

To no people, and at no tlmo wore these 
words more appropriate than to the 
American people of to-day. Even the short- 
sighted and the vulgar point with Joy to 
the material prosperity of the past year,— 
the abundant harveHts, the song of labor, 
the Joys of home, nnd tho unpnraleled 
growth of our industries. Hut with this 
the thanksgiving song of many is ended. 

In the great movements of thought and 
notion they see no signs of the divine pres- 
ence. Thu modern Jeremiah* and Cnssan- 
dras point to our fallen ideal in education, 
to Mnuunonism, militarism, the blunting 
or the social conscience and the decadence 
of religion us indicating the temper of the 
times. To all such Carlyle’s savage state- 
ment seems sadly prophetic: "Gall ye that 
a sooiety where there is no longer any so- 
oiul idea extant, not so much as tho idea of 
a common home, but only of over-crowd- 
ed lodging houses where each regardless of 
his neighbor clutches what he uun get, and 
cries, ’mine,’ 'mine’, and calls it peace, be- 
cause in the cut throat scramble no stee 
knives, but only afar ounniuger sort are 
used.” 

1 have no desire to disparage or to ignore 
the gigantic evils which occasion humilia- 
tion and apprehension. Hut they are not 
all. A broader view and a deeper insight 
reveal unmistakable signs of the Divine 
presence in the American life of today. 

1. There is first of all, the awukening of 
the social conscience. All will agree that 
the greut advance of civilization in the 
niuteenth century has been due to Individ- 
ualism. We may sum up modern history 
in this statement that the great movements 
of society have consisted in the destruction 
of spiritual tyranny and the establishment 
of spiritual fieedom, in the destruction of 
political tyranny, and in the establishment 
of political freedom, in the destruction of 
slavery, and in the establishment of per- 
sonal freedom, in the destruction of indus- 
trial tyranny, and in the establishment of 
industrial freedom. Hut in the last quarter 
of the century a new word has been coined. 
It is service, Freedom is for service. The 
tragedy of the French revolution heralded 
a new eru,— the era of humanity. The su- 
preme interest of mankind today is humuni 
ty. Tlds spirit has christened a new 
science. Sociology is an attempt to state 
scientifically every man’s obligation to 
serve his fellow men. The century which 
opened with the battle iry ol freedom 
closes with the immortal Marseillaise, ‘‘A 
uian’8 a man lor 'a that.” 

Nowhere do we see a more striking illus- 
tration of the quickening of the social con- 
science limn ui the modern reform move- 
ments. Head Mr. Speare’s description of 
negro slavery’ in the United States fifty 
years ago. and you are appalled that these 
horror* were ever tolerated. When the 
conscience of the American people became 
aroused, slavery was abolished, and the 
higher manhood of the negro is being de- 
veloped, uml is receiving recognition. 
Thirty years ugo. Hunker 1’. Washington 
was refused accommodation at a Virginia 
hotel. Recently he was entertained as a 
guest by the Lotus Club at a reception in 
honor of Mark Twain. Fifty years ago 
there was no tenement house and slum 
problem. Yet the people lived then in 
wretched houses unfit for habitation. The 
publio conscience was not then awakened. 
Fifty years ugo there was no labor prob- 
lem, yet the laborer then was grouud 
down by his oppressor. There was simply 
no conscience then upon tho op- 
presiou of labor. Fifty years ugo 
drunkenness prevailed everywhere in all 
its loathsome forms and in ull its terrible 
consequences, but there was no temperance 
problem till tho social conscience was 
aroused. The agitation of toduy for munic- 
ipal reform and civil service relorui must 
not be takeu to mean that the political 
spoilsman is a recent product of our civili- 
zation. The oivio conscience is just now 
uwukened enough to brand him. “The 
white man’s burden” was an unborn idea 
in political life u quurter of u century ugo. 
Freedom is for righteousness, character is 
for duty, culture is for service,— tills is 
the deep conviotion of the publio conscience 
of toduy. 

2. Another illustration of the awakened 
social conscience of today is seen in the 
higher life of industry. Hut with this 
stut< inent some will take issue, aud not 
without seeming ground. Not ull are 
rabid auarchists and funutical socialists, 
who see in the selfishness and injustice 
and hardship of modern industry uwful 
forebodings of evil. According to the pes- 
simist, the dominant spirit of busiuess to- 
day is competition and this is solely selfish. 
The out growth of this evil spirit in busi- 
ness is the heartless oppression of monopo- 
lies, corrupt legislation in the interests of 
trusts and crowding to tho wall honest in- 
dustry. It is further claimed that the in- 
troduction of muchiuery bus lengthened 
tho hours of labor, thrown multitudes out 
of employment, reduced wages, and that 
“tlie rich are growing richer, aud the poor 
poorer.” 

In some of these cluims there is a half 
truth . In others a sembluuce of truth. 
Wlmt ure tho I acts? 

It must be conceded that business com- 
petition was never greater. That tins lends 
to produce selfishness, and uttords vast op- 
portunities for Iruud is equally evident. 
Hut competition is not t he one force back 
of ull industry. It is only an inevitable 
feature of industrial development, as in- 
evitable in tho higher life of industry us 
strenuous struggle is in superior ulhletic 
skill or iu intellectual leader-ship. Com- 
petition is not tiie presiding genius of 
modern busiuess, as I'rof. Marshall the 
eminent English economist lias said, “It is 
economic freedom or industrial liberty." 
It is liiis new life which is thumbing in all 
our industries, even it it be ul limes, with 
the violence of convulsions. While fierce 
competition muy be the occasion of (mud, if 
competition were less, the opportunity for 
fraud would be fur gieuter. Competition 
in tiie eml forces business frauds to the 
wall. The expansion of m dern industry 
makes business honesty a necessity. For 
exuuiple the bunking system and sale sys- 
tem ol today would be impossible without 
u higher degree of business integrity than 
formerly existed. Instead of competition 
fostering only greed aud fraud modern 
business lends to develop more of the noble 
virtues uml the higher intellectual trails 
tliun the business life of any preceding 
period in history. 

Furthermore it is not true that the rich 
ure glowing richer uud the poor poorer. 
The iuct is, us Carroll I). Wright puts It 
iu the Atluntio Monthly (Sept 1«*7.) “ 1 lie 
rich ure grow mg richer, many more people 
thun formerly ure growing rich, and tiie 
poor ure grow ing belter off.” Tuke the re- 
ports ol the Suvings Hunk, in 1850 tiie 
uveruge amount of eucli depositor was 
$172. Ill 1800, $215, 111 1H70, $1137 1 1880 $^*0; 
18UU, $388; ill ltd Hi, $3711 One Half of mote 
thun two billion dollurs now iu tile 
Suvings Hunk belongs to the wage earners. 

Again, there is u marked increase in the 
efficiency uud improvement of character of 
the wage-earner of today. While tiie In- 
ti eduction ot muchiuery ha* lessened tiie 
number of low-giude employees, it bus 
vastly improved the general uharucter of 
the work-men, uud bus multiplied rapidly 
tiie number employed iu the higher walks. 
Meu have beeu lukeu (rout the pick uud 
;e of intricate 


telllgcnoe and bettor character. Grouping 
wage earner* according to grade of labor 
ihe following fact* appear: lu 1870, mer- 
chants, manufacture*, and professional 
men ooiiHtituted ten per cent of the whole 
population: In 181)0. thirteen per cunt. Put- 
ting In the second group, agents, clerk* 
and salesmen, in 1*70, they were les* than 
one per cent of the whole population, while 
in 18tW) more than two per cent.

Aldrich of Ihe senate committee on 
finance given in 18'.i3 covering a period of 
fifty years from lHio to IHfio including 
seventeen great branches of Industry tho 
average increase of tiie wa.es of each In- 
dustry was Hfi per cent. On tho other hand 
the hours of labor have been reduced 1 
4 10 in the daily average. Taking rent nnd 
all m tides of cm umption into considera 
turn the (ostof living is no higher than in 
1810, while the purchasing value of money 
is greater. 

According to our census reports it is 
found that the average annual earnings of 
tho.*e engaged in the mechanical industries 
inis increased from $247 in lHiio to $445 in 
lH'.N) The conclusion is inevitable that the 
condition of our laboring millions is better 
today than ever before. Tiie laborer with 
shorter hours, better wages, better housed, 
more intelligent, his employment tending 
more and mure to ohuiacur culture, free to 
rise from the most menial task to the high- 
est responsibility, and the relation of em- 
ployer and employee regulated more by the 
spirit of .Jesus than ever before. These 
things proclaim the growing sovereignity of 
the Christian conscience in business. The 
wall of the pessimist is a lie; the vision of 
the optimist is the voice of history. Open 
your ears today to tiie To Deums that rise 
from farm and factory; listen to the music 
of tiie inurts of trade, uml if you hear 
aright, you will hear not the babble of bar- 
gain alone, but one of the voices proclaim- 
ing thut tiie Lord of Hosts is with us. 

3. Look too, at our great philanthropies. 
No generation bus witnessed so generous 
and intelligent consecration of wealth to 
the publio weal. There is today an awak- 
ened sense of responsibility for wealth. 
You can hardly tuke up u daily paper with- 
out noting tiie gift of lurge sums for hospit- 
al, library, college or religious purposes. 
Drexel Institute in Philadelphia, Pratt in- 
stitute iu Brooklyn, Carnegie Institute in 
Pittsburg, the princely gifts of Cor. Van- 
derbilt aud Ile.tn Gou d are testimonials to 
the new sp rit in gooetv. The time hns 
past when a man can hoard and leave to 
his family alone and escape pub io oeiinure. 
The well-known saying that “no oitizen of 
Huston would dure die without leaving 
something to Harvurd College” is an ex- 
pression of public sentiment generally. 

The commercial spirit was uu ulmost in- 
evitable result of our phenominal material 
development. The first essentiil step in 
the progress of our n ition was tiie develop- 
ment of its vast resources. This resulted 
in an unparalleled growth in wealth. In 
one hundred years the United States lias 
become tiie wealthiest nution on the globe. 
Tiie materialistic spirit lias seemed to per- 
meate the whole body politic, corroding our 
national virtues, degrading otir system of 
education, debasing our morals, and devital- 
izing our religion. Hut commercialism is 
losing its sway ; it is being softened it not 
supplanted by the humauitui ian spirit. 
Not money but manhood is coming to the 
throne. Money no longer commands tiie 
best blood and brains of the republic for 
business callings. Win. Dean Howells, 
writing in Harper’s Magazine, (July. 1 s*»7>, 
says, “for the past fifty years we have ueen 
drunk witli our prosperity 
and yet we have not forgotten our duty.” 
Tiie oust American life is no longer bowing 
before tiie god Mammon. Fifty years ago 
the majority of the graduates of Harvard 
uud Yale entered upon business careers. 
Toduy the bust educated uml most finely 
equipped young men are deliberately turn- 
ing their backs on tiie fortunes of business 
life, and devoting themselves to the higher 
callings in whieh they cunuot hope to 
achieve a fortune. “The time has past 
when the best young men are tempted 
away from the arts uimjthe humanities by 
the allurements of money making.” (W\ 
D. Howells,) They are devoting them 
selves to public service and to the great 
philanthropies from highest motives. Not 
personal wealth, but pu die weal, not mam- 
mon but manhood is the new imperative of 
our uge. 

4. Still unotlier evidence of the awaken- 
ing of tiie social conscience is in the higher 
sluudards of political honor, uud in tiie 
new sense of tiie national obligation. Here 
again some will dissent. 1 am not unmind- 
ful of the cloud which over hangs our 
political life. The rule of the boss, the 
prominence of the demagogue, the prostitu- 
tion of the virtue and In ultli of our great 
cities iu the interest of the ring, our 
nutionul complicity iu legalized crime, the 
inexcusable miscarriage of the anti-canteen 
law, aud the barbarous outrages committed 
under lynch law. Hut in spite of these 
appalling evils I believe that tiie moral 
standards of the nation were never so high 
us toduy. As foul us New York uml 1’fiila- 
delphiu may be today, the reign of Tweed 
and tiie gas ring was worse. Formerly on 
the eve of tiie election out greut cities were 
given over to drunken brawls uml riots. 
The ballot of today is more honest uud 
more serious than ever before. “The last 
political cumpuign was an appeal to the 
conscience of tiie nation.” Tne free silver 
men and the go!d men were alike honest in 
their belief. The expansionist uml tiie 
anti-imperialist both believe in liberty. 
The spectuole of twenty million voters gr- 
ing orderly uud thoughtfully to the ballot 
after a vigorous cumpuign uud electing 
their rulers, and the defeated party at once 
sending congratulations to the successful 
candidate, the wheels of industry mean- 
time not even checking, is well worth con- 
sidering. It is prophetic of tiie sovereignty 
of the common people. “ 1’he common man 
with his rights and needs is here foiever; 
Immunity bus come to stay.” 

Another Interesting feature of tiie politi- 
cal life of today is the gradual development 
of tiie national conscience into the inter- 
national or world-conscience. We are just 
awakening to a world cousciousne-s aud 
therefore ure feeling world-obligation. 
Originally moral duties were paternal, then 
tribal, then nutionul; now they ure becom- 
ing internut iouul, Down to the nineteenth 
century, when was the question as to the 
justice of a specific war even raised A 
few years ugo private citizens preyed upon 
the commerce of a friendly state with im- 
punity. The Mime depredation* committed 
now would condemn men to hung ul the 
yurd-ann. “Sir Frauds Drake ami Sir 
Walter Kuleigh did not scruple to rob ami 
to kill Spaniards when England and Spam 
were at peace.” Toduy we witness ihe • x- 
tentiou of uatioualUm into inter nutiomu 
ism, of patriotism into huinunitarianisin 
And this, to my mind, is th** deepest 
meaning of our lute conflict with Spain. 
Whatever tho blunders ot diplomacy it 
whs u war in behult of humanity. How- 
ever sordid the uims of individual leaders 
it was tiie protest of the conscience of (lie 
A mericau people against outraging fmjnanl- 


would never have been heard in this crisis 
lint for tiie presence of Ihe American ling 
in the Philippines, when tiie crucial 
moment came. I cannot but look upon the 
attitude of the American nation lu the 
Chinese crisis, when the Europ° i powers 
are eager for a "land grab,” a* a magnifi- 
cent exhibition of the Christian conscience 
of ti e nation. Amid all of the national 
discord of today there rise* one note of 
sweetest harmony, —min istry, service. Tiie 
shouldering of •’the white man’s burden” 
Is the noblest triumph of the social con- 
science.

2 The second evidence of the divine pre- 
sence iu Ann rican life to day is in tiie new 
era lor religion, an era of broader spirit 
and more vital faith. Again our gloomy 
prophet begins his sad refrain. “The 
world is growing worse.” There is said 
to be a decline In religion. Churches ure 
becoming wealthy and exclusive, little 
more thun clubs ot congenial spirits. The 
clergy has but little interest in the great 
reforms. They towardly cringe before 
deucoi)8 and official boards, afraid to speak 
out the message of God. In some cases 
these charges aie not without foundation. 
In some churches religion has degenerated 
into resoectuble form with no vital power. 
Some ministers are mere figure heads try- 
ing hard to say what the people want said ; 
but of the Christian church as a whole the 
charge is utterly fulse Never before was 
the church so powerful a factor in making 
publio sentiment, in uwukening the civic 
conscience, and inspiring u better life in 
society. 

Religion today shows a truer Catholicism 
ami u larger spirit than ever before. The 
religious bodies of toduy are finding some 
basis upon which they can unite their 
forces for Christian service. Fifty years 
ago such a service as we hold today parti- 
cipated by Congs. Hups. Units, and Meths. 
would uot have been possible. The feder- 
ation of tbe churches in Boston in sup- 
porting a hospital visitor, and the federa- 
tion movement iu other cities today is an 
evidence of this broader spirit. Recently 
there were held two notable interdenomin- 
ational conferences; one in Chicago the 
other in Now York. In the couterence 
iu N. Y. fifteen denominations were repre- 
sented. On the list of speakers were pro- 
fessors from Cornell, Clarke, Wesleyan, 
Vassar, Yale, R (Chester and Union Semin- 
aries, and Cambridge Divinity school. The 
manual of worship used in the conference 
was preoared by Dr. R. Ileber Newton, 
Rubbi Gottheil and Dr. Slicer, a broad 
church Episcopalian, u Jewish Rabbi and a 
liberal Unitarian. This does not indicate 
doctrinal compromise, but rather, that tiie 
Christian church is coming to see that the 
spirit of religion, aud not dogma is a suffi- 
cient basis of union for sociul uud ethical 
service. 

The new era for religion is characterized 
not only by u broader spirit but by a mure 
vital faith. In tbe Puritan days, when the 
profession of religion was universal tiie 
people may be easily regarded more relig- 
ious thun today. Hut the people of our 
time, while less dogmatic and sectarian 
than formerly, are nonetheless, but rather 
more religious. Traditional religion is 
losing its hold. The mere forms of relig- 
ion are held less sacred than of old. There 
is a breaking up of traditional systems of 
religious thought, but a more vigorous ud 
herence to the essentials of Christian faith 
There may be less of creed, but theie is 
more of Christ in the religion of today. 
There may be less of ecclesiastical piety, 
but there is more religious honesty. Tiie 
Key note of religion today is reality. We 
are now in the era of religious faith herald- 
ed by Whately, Arnold uud Hampden in 
England, an era, in which religion is com 
ing out of the field of dogma uud tradition 
into the field of reality and life. The 
change in tone as we pass from tiie poetry 
ofCowper, from the dogmatism of New- 
man and from the theology of Edwuids 
iuto tho faith of Tennyson and Brooks 
nnd Beecher is immense. Hut “religion 
lias grown grander and more majestic.” 
It claims a wider sovereignty uud 1ms u 
more powerful hold of humanity. Instead 
of losing its hold upou the higher con- 
sciousness of our tune, as Prof. Tulloch 
has said, “Religion hus gathered strength 
uuderall conflicts, literary and scientific.” 
While religion was sneered at by tbe sci- 
entist ol 25 and 50 yeurs ago the best sci- 
entific thought of today is reverent, if uot 
religious. Geo. Romanes, one of England’s 
most noted skeptical scientists iu his re- 
turn to faith, marks the attitude of the 
scholarship of today towards religion 
Prof. Royce of Harvard begun his career 
us an aguostiot, uud today is u devout be 
liever. Instead of the tlippaut skepticism 
of the popular literature of 25 years ago we 
have a new spirit in present day literature. 
A great host of writers are preaching t tie 
essential truths of the Christian faith to 
multitudes who never euter the church. 
Look at last year's best publications of the 
popular sort, and see how the writers of 
today are grappling with tiie greut religious 
problems of duty uud destiny. 

Think not tiiut religion is less powerful 
because it is less priestly. Think not that 
the reign of duty is le.-s noble thun the 
reign of dogma. If official religiou has 
less hold than formerly, if tiie day of 
tiie dogmatist, whether Orthodox or liber- 
al. is passing, vital Christianity expressing 
“itself in tiie spirit ot duty and humuuUv” 
has stronger hold than ever before. !u 
laying uside tiie methods of the kinder- 
garten tiie j ouih is not renouncing educa- 
tion. No more is today’s ludilYerence to 
religious definitions and tiuppiugs ot tiie 
middle ages indifference to religion. For 
"Knob age must worship It's own thought ol

More or less earthy, clarifying still

Nor stunt nor sage could fix immutably 
t he itueiit image of (lie uuHtuhle m-.M 
Still changing in their very hand* that wrought :

Reli- 
gion thut is coining out of tho eioister into 
life, that puts duty before dogma, thut 
puts character before ceremony, thut 
believes not less in God for believing 
more in mun, t hut accepts as its missiou 
tiie bringing of ull men uml all the m ill 
I into t lit- lu mss <f thestutuieof tiie Mi- 
! preiue Muu, that is the religion of today.

The absence of any contest for the office 
of mayor, and the various candidates for 
aldermen-at large and for sohool committee 
receiving the nominations of both parties, 
resulted in the most uninteresting election 
held for years.

school with scarlet fever. This doubtless 
leads tiie public to believe that tne child 
was of a Christum (Science family and that 
the case in question is an example of Hie 
carelessness el Christian Scientists, which 
is not true. Upon investigation I find that 
there are a number of infectious diseases in 
the cit) of Newton, hut none of them are 
among Christian Scientists Tins leads me 
to believe that t he report short Id have read: 
we deem It necessary to take extra precau- 
tion because there are a number of people 
In Newton who are not Christian Sci- 
entists. 

It is not strange nor a matter to be 
severely censured that parents should mis- 
take uu insidious disease fora "had cold." 
It is not an uncommon thing for children 
to he inadvertently sent to sctiool in this 
way. Now in as much as tills case cannot 
lie laid to the charge of Christian Scientists, 
while the board of li*ait.li have been cen- 
sured iu connection therewith for waiting 
two or ttiree days before fumigating the 
school room, we wonder why the body of 
people known us Christian Scientists, 
which number several thousand iu this 
vicinity lias been insulted hy this discour- 
teous remark. I am reminded of the mun 
who became enraged at himse'f and kicked 
his Innocent neighbor. Furthermore, tiie 
assumption that Christian Scientists are 
cureless in respect to quarantine is un- 
warranted. While it is true that their 
views differ from those generally accepted 
in respect to the nature of disease and the 
proper remedy, yet they are careful not to 
intrude upon the rights of others, nor to 
mingle with others while in u diseased 
condition. The peculiar views that Chris- 
tian Scientists hold iu respect to sickness 
upply only to their treatment of disease, 
not to their dealings with others. They 
respect the beliefs of others aud hold that 
their deportment in public should be in 
keeping with that which is generally ac- 
cepted as right, and their iuieiitioii is to 
luithfully obey the luw.

THE MAftPACIIUMKTTB SYSTEM. 

The play at second, third, or fourth hand j 
(nut attempting to win the trick) of a pip 
card, followed on a subsequent round by a 
lower oard, shows trump wenkneas. This 
play repeated on a second plain suit shows 
less than three trumps. But on a second 
plain mi it a higher card on tlie second 
round than that lirst played shows exactly 
three trumps. Tlie play at seooii 1. third, 
or fourth hand of a pip card, followed on 
a subsequent round by a higher, shows 
trump strength. This play repeated on a 
second plain suit is an absolute call. But 
If on a second plain suit a lower card is 
played the second round than Is played 
u non the lirst, it merely shows an original 
holding of four trumps. In trumping in, 
show three trumps, if practicable, by the 
play of tho miodle of three When tho 
lower one drops three trumps is pro 
claimed, excepting when trumping iu and 
leading trumps; men a lower card than 
the one rufled which shows more than four 
trumps, iu the usual way. Discard the 
lowest of the stilt to show strength in tlie 
suit. The reverse disoird shows weak- 
ness. Refusing to take a force, the discard 
of a deuoe would not necessarily be from 
tlie strong suit, but would he an absolute 
call, as, hearts trump. North leads queen 
spades. East discards two of diamonds. 
East declines a force, and calls with the 
lowest of suit, though diamond may uot 
bo his best suit. Upon partner’s call or 
trump showing, lend the lowest of three 
without an honor, next to the lowest of 
any other number. Call with deuce or 
trey only through king, queen, or jack 
turned. Lead jack, from king, queen, jack. 
Lead king from ace, king and two or more 
small; ace from less than four. The Massa- 
chusetts System is no longer an experi- 
ment, but in many a h«r*l fought Held has 
it proved its merit, and, where accom- 
panied by whist playing, it is per se, good 
for several tricks in almost every match. 
Of course no one will contend that even 
the best system can prove effective in the 
hands ot a bungler, but, all things being 
equal, the user of the system which gives 
tlie earliest and most exact information in 
reuard to trump strength, has a decided 
advantage over one v\ ho does not. No one 
can deny thut the Massachusetts method of 
showing trumps gives such information 
earlier than by any other method. Its op- 
ponents, w h i le admitting this, say that it 
also proclaims trump weakness earlier, 
ami that any system which does this is 
bad. This contention might have some 
weight, if, by trump weakness it were 
only numerical weakness that is meant. A1 
most as often as not the holder of a num- 
erically wttik trump hand finds u trump 
lead advantageous to him. Then, too, as 
false-carding is occasionally indulged in 
by tlie good people who play the conven- 
tional long suit game, so it might at times 
be practised by tlie phaisiacial player of 
tlie Massachusetts System. For example, 
second baud plays a pip card so high as to 
leud to the suspicion that it is starting a 
“weak trumps” showing. Third hunt 
wins the trick. Now, fourth hand, with 
or without trump strength, would be like- 
ly to play so as to mislead the adversary. 
A pretty illustration of this occurred re- 
cently. On a low caul opened by North. 
East (Massachusetts) plays tlie eight: 
South, (third hand) wins with tho queen; 
West plays the nine. South has king, and 
three inure ot his partners suit, four 
Humps to the king, and nothing in the 
other suits. lie properly returns his part- 
ners suit low, West plays the four, North, 
the uoe. an 1 East the three. The whole 
suit now being murked between North and 
South ; East and West both having ati- 
uouuccd trump weakness. North now pro- 
ceeds to take advantage of the situation by 
leading shoit trumps— up to West’s uei> 
queen-ten und two small trumps-with 
very satisfactory results for tlie Massa- 
chusetts players. West, being a whist 
player, would uot have been ussiuiiie 
enough to give away his trump weakness 
after his partner’s probably weak-truinp 
showing it he had not wished to tempt a 
trump leud from North, of course. Tho 
weakness of the system is uot that it pro- 
claims or denies trump strength, but, for 
tlie most part, because of a wanted con- 
servation in leading trumps upon the pre- 
sumption that partner is strong, when it 
transpires he hud no other pip card of the 
suit. Until it is developed whether or uot 
this is the case, u trump leud should not be 
risked unless the leuder appears justified 
in tlie trump attack by his own holding. 
As a rule do not respond to a call or lead 
trumps if void of one suit, nor return 
trumps to partner, if, third hand, you win 
the lirst round cheaply. The Massachu- 
setts player is unhampered 111 his opening, 
excepting thut the two or three Jed Is a 
call through a king, queen or jack turned. 

The American Whist Club of Boston has 
obtained permanent possession of the 
challenge trophy of tlie league, scoring its 
twentieth win, by defeating Baltimore 
lust Saturday. It is uow said that the 
team composed ot II. H. Ward, F. P. Whit- 
ney, W. »s. Fenollesa and M. L. Messer (uf 
Aubunidulc) will permanently retire from 
w hist, and leaving a new teem, to defend 
the new trophy. 

The Massachusetts Whist club lias a 
reputation second to none for playing tie 
matches, und added another tie to its 
record lust .Saturday against the American 
Whist Club tor the Robinson trophy. 
American was represented by C.F. Giliuun, 
C. O. Danforth, C. S. Waterhouse, and U. 
is. Knowles while Mass, pluyed W. E. 
llickox, W. B. Bosson, W. A. Potter and 
J. C. Brimblecom.

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BOARD OF ALDERMEN. 

Veto of $0,735.40 for School Land on Ash St. Not Sus- 
tained — Plans Ordered for New Building. 

Appropriation for Land at Chestnut Mill for Fire Purposes — Auburn 
Street Widening Discouraged. 


Notwithstanding the lengthy docket of 
last Monday evening, Deo. 17, the meeting 
of the board of aldermen was comparative- 
ly short, the board attending strictly to 
business which was harmoniously de- 
spatched. 

When cnl^d to order at 7 4.’* o’clock, by 
President Bally, Aldermen Brown, Dana, 
Fisher, Fitzpatr ick, Hutch. naon, Lothrop, 
Lowell, Lyman, Norris, Pond, Pulsifer, 
Stiokney, Trowbridge, Wardwell, Warren, 
Weed, and Weldon were present and Al- 
dermen Weeks and Chesley arrived a little 
later. 

TUB MAYOR’S VETO. 

The following communication from the 
Mayor was first considered. 

To the Board of Aldermen, 

Gentlemen:— I return without my ap- 
proval order No. 25704, passed Deo. 3, 1900, 
appropriating $0,735 40 for the purchase of 
about 30,620 square feet of laud in Auburn- 
dale, adjoining the Ash street building for 
school purposes. 

1 have no objection to the purchase of 
the land, but do object to the form of the 
order, charging the amount to unexpended 
balances in the City Treasury, or to the 
assessment and collection of tuxes for 1901. 


The taxes for tool amount to f&i.tio 

Street watering 3.00 

Making a total of $86.60 


Of this amount, the grantor requires that 
the City pay its proportionate share, viz. : 
seven twelfths, or $50 51. 

The city engineer bus run the lines of 
the property and finds it coutains 40.000 
square feet, making $6,800 for purchase tit 
laud and $50 51 for luxes, u total of 
$0,850.51. 

This purchase of land should he charged 
to the issue of bonds, as is customary in 
other cases of similar character. 

I therefore recommend the pass ge of an 
order, a draft of which is herewith pre- 
sented.

That the city treasurer be and is hereby 
authorized to advance, from any unexpend- 
ed money in the City Treasury, the sum of 
$6,850 51 ; and his honor the mayor is au- 
thorized to expend the same for the pur- 
chase of about 40,000 square feet of laud, 
more or less, adjoining the present Ash 
street school house, lor not exceeding ihe 
price of 17 cents per square foot, and pro- 
portionate share of taxes for 1900. 

Said sum to be repaid to tfie Treasury 
from the proceeds of the issue and sale of 
bonds or certificates of indebtedness of 
the city, to cover the purchase of said land 
aud erecting a new school house thereon. 


There was no discussion, and the origi- 
nal order was unanimously passed over the 
veto, the order suggested uy the mayor not 
being considered. 

Playground. 

A communication from the mayor, re- 
commending the purchase of about ti acres 
of laud on Washington street aud Auburn 
street for a playcound for Wards 3 4 at 
an expense of $24,700, and for which par 
eels of land owned by the city on Washing- 
ton street, Ward 3, might be used in partial 
payment, leaving a balance of $11,000 to be 
raised on a4 uercent. ten year note was read 
and referred to the tiuauoe committee. 
This action was subsequently rtcousideted 
and the matter relerred to the committee 
on public parks. 

Commissioner Elder referred to the board 
the applications of H. Barker & Co. to erect 
a frame business building on California 
stree 1 Nouautum, aud that of Gilbert Ur,*.-., 
lor a similur purpose on Oak street Upper 
Fulls. 

That of Barker 3c Co was immediately 
grauted upon motion of Alderman Weldon, 
while that of Gilbert Bros was first re- 
ferred to the license committee, but subse- 
quently grunted upon motion of Alderman 
Chesley. 

An order declaring the result of the city 
election held Dee 11, was adopted.

AUI1URNDALE SCHOOL PLANS. 


An order authorizing the public buildings 
commissioner to procure plans from Hart- 
well, Richardson &, Driver for a 12 room 
school house on Ash street, with 8 finished 
and 4 unfinished rooms, substantially like 
the Bigelow school, and in accordance with 
proposition of architects to undertake 
same for 3 1-2 per cent, commission was 
then considered. 

Alderman Lyman hoped the Bigelow 
school mistake as to ownership ot plans 
would not be duplicated, and offered an 
amendment that one cohy of the plans ami 
specifications should be the property of the 
city. 

Alderman Lowell stated that all the 
leading uiehitects belonged to an associa- 
tion, whose rules requited all plans to be 
the property of the architect. 

Alderman Weeks believed It to be com- 
mon practice for architects to furnish 
clients with copy of plans. 

Aides man Warren believed in the general 
principle that the city should own its plans 
but as the city cun save $1500 in this par- 
ticular case, he should favor it. 

Alderman Lyman’s amendment was not 
carried, ami an amendment wus then 
offered by Alderman Dana, that a copy of 
such plans to he filed witli tiie public build- 
ings commissioner, although not to be con- 
sidered the property of the city. Alder- 
man Weed said that as the order was based 
on a proposition of the architects, new 
elements should not be introduced. Alder- 
man Weldon cleared tiie air by stating that 
working plans for such a building us a 
school house were usually worn out at the 
end of the contract, and this talk about 
ownership of plaus was “practically non- 
sense.’’ 


Alderman Dana then withdrew his 
amendment, and theVjrder was adopted, 
Alderman Lyman alone voting in the neg"- 
Uve, and Alderman Chesley, who hud just 
entered the chamber, being excused from 
voti -g. 


An order establishing an excess and de- 
iicieucj account was tabled on motion of 
Aid imao Dana until the next meeting of 
the board. 

, A Iderman Fisher called the attention of 
! the board to the desirability ol having u 
I eiul gathering before the linui udjourn- 
{ iiieut ami suggested an iuformul conference 
j later in tiie evening. 

There being no further business the 
board at 9 ‘20 o’clock adjourned to Dec. 31, 
at 7 45 p. m.

Street Railway Matters. 

! T1\p Boston Elevated Railway Co. has 
grauted permission to the Boston A- Wor- 
i cester Street Railway Co. to run oars into 
Boston ns far as Dark square, The Wor- 
cester Co. will immediately press Its peti- 
J lion, now pending for a location In New- 
ton, throughout the whole length of Boyl- 
ston street. 

I Among the annual statements filed at the 
State House by the different street railway 
companies are the following: The Newton 
I Street Railway company cairied 2,460.853 
I paying patrons, received as gross income 
: $120,338 and paid out on account of opera- 
tion $85,743. An 8 per cent, dividend re- 
quired $16,800. I he company is capitalised 
at $210,000, and Its funded debt is $135,000. 
The Newton A Boston carried 1,855,290 
passengers, took in $80,667, and expended 
$09,999 on Aooount of operation. It lias 
$200,000 stock and a funded debt of $125,000. 

The Newton Street Railway Co., through 
the real estate dealers J, F uud F 1 Robin- 
son, passed the papers recently for the pur- 
chase of 50,000 feet of land in Waltham, 
known as the Matthew F. Gleason estate, 
situated between the Watertown branch 
and Calvary street, and extending to the 
river. Tiie object or the purchase is to 
secure a site for a power station. 

At Burlington, Vt., Inst Wednesday, 
several fashionable young ladies acted ns 
conductors on the electric cars, aud tiie 
fares collected were donated by the com- 
pany towards the support of the Home for 
Aged Women. 

Residents on the south side are interested 
in the following statement of Win. A. Gas 
ton, president of the Boston Elevated Rail- 
way Company, inasmuch as the proposed 
route of the Boston A Worcester Co. will 
be on Boylston street from the Charles 
river at Upper Falls to the Brookline line. 
Regarding the agreement of the two com- 
panies, Mr. Gaston is quoted as follows: 

“The Boston & Worcester Street Railway 
Company in October last made a proposi- 
tion to the Boston Elevated Railway Com- 
pany looking to a contract by which the 
latter were to take a number of the cars of 
the Boston & Worcester, when that com- 
pany began operation, over the tracks con- 
trolled by the Elevated to some convenient 
point in Boston. Alter several conterencos 
it was agreed that when the Boston A Wor- 
cester Street Railway Company was oper- 
ated over a location connecting with the 
Boylston stieet tracks of the Elevated in 
Brookline th- latter would take the ears of 
the Boston & Worcester Company, on a 
fifteen-minute schedule, over Columbus 
avenue to Park square, provided the cars 
to be hauled were satisfactory in size and 
equipment and were operated by our men, 
uud provided that all persons carried should 
pay u fare of five cents to the Elevated 
road, to be retained by it, 

“The Boston Elevated Railway Company 
hus always been ready to furnish public ac- 
commodation, and has always voluntarily 
allowed use of its tracks ut proper times 
and proper places. It has objected, and 
does object, to a compulsory use of its 
tracks inconsistent with good public ser- 
vice. 

“Mr. Shaw’s reasonable requests have 
enabled us to extend to the patrons of his 
prospective road certain facilities not in- 
consistent with our duties to the communi- 
ties which we are endeavoring to properly 
serve.” 

The Newton & Boston Street Railway 
Company 1ms petitioned the uldermen for u 
double track locution on Boylston street 
from Eliot street to the Brookliue line. 

While Judge Colt of the United States 
circuit court does not declare that the 
statute requiring street railway companies 
to transport school children at half fare 1* 
unconstitutional he clearly Intimutes such 
in un opinion sent down on Wednesday of 
last week in the case of Morris Aheuru vs. 
the Newton & Boston Street Railway Com- 
pany. IMuintltf, a stockholder, sought to 
enjoin tiie company from complying with 
the statute on the ground that such action 
would infringe his rights as a stockholder. 
In passing upon the ease tiie court says: 
“Upon its face .the statute seems open to 
objection of unreasonably reducing the 
rates charged bv ruilroad companies, and 
to the further objection of discriminating 
in favor of u particular class in the column 
nity. An act opeu to either of tiieneob* 
jeetions has been held by the supreme couit 
of the United States, to be in violation of 
tiie 1 4 tli amendment of the constitution of 
the United States. Notwithstanding 1 
have grave doubts of the constitutionality 
ol the act, 1 think us au important consti- 
tutional question is raised, and as tiie peti- 
tioner has not clearly brought himself 
with iu ttie rules respecting tiie granting of 
preliminary injunctions the case should 
stand over for lull argument upon the final 
hearing.”

N E \V TON 'S O PPO UTU N IT Y. 


The so-called Shaw* syndicate has 
secured the consent of the Boston Elevated 
to run its oars from the Newton-Brookline 
line into Park Square, Poston. This con* 
eession of the Elevated Company was un- 
expected, as they had made a strong and 
successful fight against a similar proposi- 
tion in the last Legislature. 

The granting of this privilege to the Bos- 
ton it Worcester Company, will transfer 
the storm centre, hitherto hanging over 
Brookline and the State House, to the 
Newton Board of Aldermen, as a location 
on Boylston Street, from the Charles river 
near Echo Bridge to the Brookline line, is 
absolutely necessary for the success of 
their plan for rapid electric service between 
Boston and Worcester. Newton, there- 
fore, has an exceptional opportunity to 
secure the greatest return for such a fran- 
chise. 

An element of antagonism to the 
“ through line ” is the recent petition of 
the Newton & Boston Street Railway Com- 
pany for a double track location on Boyls- 
ton. Street, from Elliot Street to the Brook- 
line line, which will undoubtedly be con- 
sidered by the Aldermen in connection 
with the Worcester petition, and as it is 
rumored that the Elevated will allow simi- 
lar rights to other companies if they obtain 
the Boylston Street location, Newton peo- 
pie can view the contest with equanimity. 

The success of either, will greatly benefit 
the south side of the city, as easy, rapid 
aud cheap ttausportation to Boston will 
undoubtedly develope this sparsely settled 
region with great rapidity. 


NEW SCHOOL HOUSES. 

Unless a halt is soon called In the matter 
of erecting new school bouses, the city 
will have an enormous school debt ou its 
bunds. School houses should not be built 
fur sentimental reasons as has been the 
case in at least oue instance of lute, uud 
the demands from the Tboinpsonvillc, Chest 
nut Hill, Wade and Mason districts, should 
ba carefully considered. 

The erection of small buildings in the 
Chestnut Hill uud Thompsouville districts 
will tend to reduce the number now in the 
Mason school, and will save the cost of 
the much laraer building which Newton 
Centre thinks it needs immediately. The 
crowded conditions at the Hyde school cer- 
tainly demand immediate attention, and 
we believe Newton Highlands is the only 
large village in the city where there is no 
separate building for the primary grades. 
The present school debt amounts to ubout 
SMS, 0 (K) and the siuking fund to ub< ut 
875,000, making a net school debt of ubout 
$170,000, to whicti will tie added the proba- 
ble cost of the Auburndule school, $00,000 
This amount calls for about $:(o,ooo eacli 
year for interest and sinking fund require- 
ments, which would seem ubout enough 
to the average citizen. 


THE AUBURNDaLE SCHOOL 

The mayor's veto of the order for pur- 
chase of land on Ash street ou the ground 
that it Is inexpedient to charge the same 
to the tax levy of 1001, and suggesting that 
the City Treasurer be authorized to ad- 
vance tiie necessary funds to be repaid 
from a future bond issue, was well taken, 
a id should have received better treatment 
than it did. As it is now. unless the lund 
is purchased before Dec. :11st, the appro- 
priations will lapse Into the city treasury 
and tiie whole mutter will have to tie taken 
up afresh next year. While the uldermeu 
and the major have tiie same result in 
mind, they have Uitfereut ideas as to the 


the school. We understand that this Idea 
as exemplified in the Bigelow ISohool is 
unique, and that other schools and cities 
will soon follow our lead In the matter.

The most important subject considered 
at Monday evening’s session of the hoard 
of health was that of medical inspection in 
the public schools. The matter was pre- 
sented by a committee representing the 
Newton Educational Association. 

Among those of the association to ad- 
dress the board were Mr. D. C. Death, Dr, 
Samuel G. Webber, Mr. Fred II. Tucker 
and Mr. John T. Prince. They were em- 
phatic in their belief of the practicability 
of a system of medical inspection in the 
public schools. They pointed out the ex- 
cellent results that would be obtained in 
the interest of public health and believed 
that live physicians could do the work at a 
nominal cost to the city. 

The board took the matter under consid- 
eration and after much discussion declined 
to accept any plan such as was suggested 
by the committee of the educational asso- 
ciation. The board, however, adopted a 
lesolution expressing its approval of school 
inspection so far as contagious diseases 
were concerned and also its willingness to 
confer with the school board on the sub- 
ject.

Stoue the board voted to order vueated the 
6 tenement block on West street, Nouau- 
turn, owned by Mrs. M. A. Farrell, an 
apartment in the house on Ilioks street, 
West Newton, occupied bv Mrs. Mary 
McKissen and owned by Thos. Johnson 
and also a house on Faxon street, Xonun- 
tuui, owned by J. W. Soars estate.

factor in whist playing, and the proper use 
of that suit is always a moot question. The 
writer Is an advocate of the iree use of the 
trumps lead, although a few tricks may he 
lost now and then by such play. We 
would always advise a trump lead from a 
hand containing live or more trumps, re 
gardless of the size of the cards in the 
other suits. A tru up lead from a hand 
containing four trumps and three cards 
each o: the other suits is a much sHfer lead 
when an ace king or king queen combina- 
tion is not held in the plain suit. An in- 
stance of the value of such a lead occurred 
recently in a trophy contest, where the 
leader held four trumps 10 high and the 
queen and two small in two suit s and the 
jack and two small iu the other suit. The 
plaver who led the trump scored four 
tricks, while at the other table where the 
lead was the jack of hearts, only one trick 
was taken. 

Short trump leads are usually unsafe uti- 
l *ss all around strength Is held. Such leads 
should be carefully considered and the 
cards to discard iu -use partner oun con- 
tinue trumps, should be determined upon 
before the lead is attempted A singleton 
trump is not usually advisable unless the 
baud contuins enough low cards to allow 
of three discards, and should also have at 
least oue good suit and a re-entry iu an- 
other. 

Tins point of possible discards is too 
often over looked by the short trump ad- 
vocates, but is one of the utmost import 
ance in the play of the hand. 

An iustauee of good judgment in the 
management of trumps occurred at one of 
the tournaments of the X. K. W. A. West 
held nce-kiugaud small diamonds (trumps) 
aee-10 clubs, five hearts to the jack and 
three small sondes. East led the queen of 
spades, which Mouth wins with the king. 
South plays ace of spades in w hich North 
renounces. South thereupon forces with a 
small spade, and North trumps. North 
then leads a low club, which West wins 
with the 10. West marking East witli an 
honor in clubs, and with three spades, 
leads the ace-king and then the small 
trump which East wins with the queen 
und goes down the line with the three 
spades, scoring u clean top on the hand as 
played by 2<» pairs. 

At the combination pair match last Mon- 
day night, President Fisher Ames and 
John Greenwood won the top score pins, 
with 0 plus. 

At the mid winter tournament of the N.

SCHOOL COMMITTEE. 

Board of Meath Requests Assistance in Securing 
Cultures from 1,000 Throats. 

This and Matter of Daily Medical Inspection Referred— Several 
Important Subjects Come With Close of Year. 


The school board of 10)) wotin 1 up its 
year’s business at its regular meeting, Wed 
nesday evening, in the old Claflin school 
building at Newtonville. Matters of inter- 
est ami importance were considered, some 
disposed of and some left for the Incoming 
board to wrestle w ith. 

After Chairman F. T. Benner had called 
the board to order at 7.. Vi notice was re- 
ceived from City Clerk I F. Kingsbury 
thut Messrs. A. E. Wright of Ward 1, 
Abbot Bassett of Ward 2, L P. Everett of 
Ward 5 and Hevs. II. U. Monro of Watd 4 
and G. M. Boynton of Ward •>, had been j 
eleoted and consented to become members 
of the school board of 1001. 

In his monthly report which followed. 
Supt A. B Fiiield declared his disapproval 
of interscholastic athletics, which were 
not regulated. He quoted Dr. Sargent, who 
said fhat the chief danger was in not pro- 
perly preparing for events, having too 
many entries and other irregularities. 

The moral eifeot was an open question. . 
but beneficial results could only be obtained 
by the employment of physical directors 
who might assume complete charge. 

The superintendent reported the good 
work of the free grammar and drawing 
schools conducted evenings iu the Jackson 
and Claflin buildings respectively. He also 
announced that the citizens and committee 
of Ward 7 hud planned a public iuspec’ion 
of the new Bigelow school from li>a.* m. to 
4 p. m. t New Year’s day. 

Florence E. Nickerson was appointed 
nn assistant iu the Wade school at Newton 
Upper Fails at a salary of $."»o, and the 
leave of absence already to Miss M. E. 
Burnett of the Wade aud Miss T. M. Bax- 
ter of the Hamilton schools were each ex 
tended until April l. 

The finance committee reported that of 
the appropriation of $»;.000 made for the I 
purpose oi turnishing the new Bigelow 
school building, the sum of $1,34U re- 
mained unexpended. In accordance with 
its promise, Mr. Dewey of Ward 7 felt that 
the board should return this amount to the 
city treasury. 

After being called upon, Mr. Fifi-dd ex- 
plained that there was need of an addition- 
al table in the laboratory and of five chairs 
for the recitatiou rooms. Mr. Bacon said 
in this connection that new cabinets for 
mineralogy specimens should be built iu ' 
keeping with tne woodwork of the interior. 
He said the architects had already Lund 
fault, because umbrella stands had been 
made which did not harmonize with the 
woodwork. It was finally voted to return 
to the city treasurer the sum of $1,000 

The report of the High school committee 
which stated that '.hat committee had been 
requested by the superintendent to place 
before the board the need of a night fire- 
man iu the High school building was re- 
committed to mat oouy with lull pow er to 
act. It is likely that there will oe such uu 
ollice established from Jan 1 to Mar. 15 at 
a salary rate not more than $40 per mouth. 

The finance committee reported that the 
department expenses during December had 
been S 17.4113, and subsequently an order 
was adopted covering this amount. 

The committees of Wards 1 and 7 report- 
ed recommending tiiat the question of 
changing tin* lines of the Bigelow district 
be referred to the next school board. i'Ue 
report was accepted. 

The Ward 5 committee reported recom- 
mending that the matter of providing a 
suitable name for tiie school building iu 
Waban be referred to tl»e loot board. 

Tne committee on rules and regulations 
together with that of Ward 3 reported i » iu- , 
expedient at this time to establish single 
sessions in the Barnard school at West 
Newton iu view of the fact that the results 
of t lie experiments at the Bigelow aud 
Waban schools hud uot yet been reported 
to the board.

HEALTH IN SCHOOLS 

A communication was received from I>r. 
Frauds George Curtis, chairman of the 
board of health, stutiug that it was the pro 
posal of the Massachu-etts association of 
boards of health to secure cultures from 
the throats of peopl ot all classes to u-cer- 
lain if people supposedly well and usiex- 
posed to diphtheria possessed any bacilli 

Dr. Curtis continued, saying that the 
New ton board of health would like to carry 
on tiie experiment iu this city by taking 
cultures oi about 1,000 pupils’ throats. 

He pointed out that there would be re- 
sults of high scientific value. Where 
parents objected tiie child would not be 
made a subject aud there w ould he nothing 
done to interf-re w ith school routine 
There was absolutely uu danger to the 
pupils* 

Mr. Avery of Ward 2 thought the parents 
should be given a clianoe to be heard and i 
express their opinions. 

Rev Mr 11 trubrooke of Ward 1 said 
"The less w e have to do w ith this the better. 

I don't believe iu this talk of health in the ■ 
public schools, uud 1 kuow 1 am voicing 
the sentiments of u great many. We ' 
shouldn't fill the pupils’ head* w'lth the 
uoti'ius that they are hi danger of diphthe- 1 
riu."

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Bicelow School KIewton 


The announcement of the completion of 
the w >rk of the con m ttee of citizens in 
decorating the new Bigelow school house, 
and its opening for public inspection next 
Tuesday from 10 a. m. to 4 p. m. attracts 
general attention to the very fine structure 
which has just been completed, and the 
following description will doubtless be of 
interest: 

The new Bigelow school house stands 
upon the site of the old wooden building 
on the northerly side of Bark street, its 
largest dimension being east and west, at 
right angles to that street. 

The new’ building wns planned to meet 
local conditions and was to have been 
placed near the northerly boundury of the 
lot, the contract having been signed with 
this understanding. Before the commence- 
ment of work, however, the width of the 
lot was increased enabling the building to 
be placed somewhat further south. This 
was a distinct improvement as it gave in- 
creased space for the handling of fuel and 
removal of ashes upon the oue side, and 
upon the other secured the school against 
any diminution of light and air. 

The building is 174 feet, eight inches 
in length with a width of 01 feet, 4 
inches. It is of buiT brick nude m Kittun- 
ing, Pa., and burned by tire from natural 
gas, the result being a brick which is very 
hard throughout, resisting soakage, and 
from the surface of wbicli such murks us 
t re small boy commonly finds tune to 
place upon the work are usually washed 
away by the next shower. The trimming 
stone is the lndiuna limestone, of which so 
much is being used and which improves 
with age. These two materials, with the 
slightly warm colored granite of the steps, 
abutments and base, determine the wall 
color, while the roof is covered with green- 


ish gray slates defined and emphasized by 
the strong dark color of the copper which 
is used in cornices, tiniuls and ridges. 

The peculiarities of the original lot 
which determined the arrangement of the 
building.prohlbited the placing of any prin- 
cipal service entrance directly upon Bark 
street. These were, therefore,— two in 
number,— located in the southerly sid« f and 
from them corridors cross to the two flights 
of iron stairs which pass from the base- 
meui upward through the building, and 
under and behind which, from the landing 
of the basement tlights, doors of exit open 
outward to the north. Added to these four 
openings is one in the center of the Bark 
street trout, entering the basement and 
recognized and emphasized by a slight 
decoration of stone. This entrance and 
another at the rear of the building open 
into those rooms in the basement devoted 
to the accommodation of bicycles and to 
exercise. 

The basement also contains the toilet- 
rooms, a long sunny room in the center of 
the front, which may be used for manual 
training, and the heating and ventilating 
apparatus. This latter is placed several 
feet lower than the general base nent level 
in order to give ample space fo: the free 
working of the plant, (a fan system), and 
convenient access to the fuei which is 
stored in an underground chamber imme- 
diately outside the wall of the main build- 
ing and under the driveway, and into 
which coal is dumped without a second 
handling. 

Above the basement, the building is two 
full stories in height with an assembly hull 
in the roof. Upon the first floor are 0 class 
rooms with accommodation for 48 pupils 
each, l recitation room, principal’s room, 
teachers' room, each with its toilet, book- 
room, cout and cloak-room, und a number 
of small closets. 


The second floor provides for the same 
number of pupils as the first but the library 
and book room take the place occupied in 
tli e first story by the principal and teach- 
ers. These stories ami corridors through- 
out are finished in ash. 

The Assembly hall is in the centre of the 
length of the building. It is finished quite 
up into the roof with ornamental timber- 
ing and panelled ceiling, the woodwork be- 
ing painted. The hall is provided with a 
stage and ante rooms. 

Two flights of iron stairs,— fitted with 
the patent' nonslipable tread,”— are carried 
to ihe level of this floor. 

Circulation of fresh warmed air through- 
out the building is secured by the fan al- 
ready mentioned while the temperature 
of the individual rooms is regulated by the 
.Johnson system of Thermostatio control. 
Expert advice was had in this matter from 
Brof. S. Homer Woodbrldge. 

The building has been constructed 
throughout in a thorough and substantial 
manner and while not technically "fire- 
proof.” it is so thoroughly -’firestopped” 
as to be sufe against destruction uuless in- 
volved in a general conflagration. 

Bainting and coloring of walls and ceil- 
ings was provided for in the general con- 
tract and this work has been done and the 
colors fixed under the direction of the ar- 
chitects. 

The architects are Hartwell, Richardson 
& Driverwho also designed the High school, 
the Cambridge Latin, the Dorchester 
and the Springfield High schools. Messrs. 
II. P. Cummings & Co. of Ware were the 
general contractors; the contractors for 
heating were Lynch ifc Woodward; for 
plumbing, F. T. Burgess; and Blodgett 
Bros. & Co. furnished the electric clocks, 
bells and telephones.

Sudden Death of Robert Richardson.

With ' 
the exception of the Newton roads, practi- 
cally all of the street railways which oou- •, 
neet with the Boston Elevated lines are 
those of 'lie Massachusetts Electric com- I 
panics, and within the last few weeks, it is 
asserted on good authority, the Boston 
Elerated Railway Company lias obtained 
possession of a majority of the stock in the I 
Boston A Newton street Railway, in which : 
Bresident Claliin of the Commonwealth 
Avenue Electric Railway has succeeded 
Bresident Barker. With the Boston A 
Worcester Street Railway allowed an en- 
trance to Bark square, thi* brings practi- 
cally all the street railways in eastern 
Massachusetts under managements which 
are in eutire harmony. 

As it is well known, the J. B. Morgan in- 
terest in the Boston Elevated Railway 
Company is paramount, and the same in 
terest held enough of the Massachusetts 
Electric Companies stock last year to call 
off the support of those companies from 
the Boston und Worcester in its fight witli 
the Boston Elevated Railway Company for 
an entrance into Boston. Within the last 
two weeks there has been a great deal of 
buy ing of the common stock of the Massa- 
chusetts Electric Companies, and it is now 
confidently asserted that the Morgan in 
terest is also seeking to control this or- 
ganization. With the Morgan interest iu 
control of the Massachusetts Electric Com- 
panies, many of the through lines would 
be operated, not only from the suburbs, 
hut lrom the centre of Boston, aud there j 
w ould be great economies in the mutter of 
labor and equipment, while ut the same 
time the through travel would be enor- 
mously increased The recent movement 
of tlie stock Indicates that the Morgan con- 
trol is a question of the future, and while 
it may not dime until ufter the mutter of 
the Wu'hingtoii street subway is decided , 
by the Legislature, when it does come it is j 
confidently predicted tliut surprising devei 
opments hi the street railway business of , 
Eastern Massachusetts will take place. i

Christmas Made Its Way 
To Newton. 

Day a Quiet One But Greatly 
Enjoyed. 


Atmospherio conditions delivered a solar 
plexus blow to venorated sentiment on Mon- 
day night, ami the legendary mantle of white 
which should have borne out truilitions 
and peacefully covered the earth, was only 
the ghost of its former self ; a shroud of 
fog. During the greater part of the evening 
this heavy cloak of mist surrounded every- 
thing, impeded progress, made good and 
bad look alike, caused men and women to 
embrnoo nt unexpected times, and in in- 
opportune places, and brought from the 
lips of pedestrians exchanges of apologies 
instead of words of good cheer.

Matter Of $1 Gas Is Up 
To Commissioners. 

Newton's Hearing Ended At 
State House. 

At the rooms of the pns commissioners, 
State Mouse, Boston, last Saturday morn, 
ing, the final arguments were made on the 
petition of the citizens nnd the municipali- 
ty for better ami cheaper gas ami elec- 
tricity. 

Mr. E. W. Bnrdett closed the case of the 
Gas Company, saying in part, that the 
double issues of quality atid price are in- 
volved. The evidence as to quality was 
such as to make argument superfluous; and 
a witness for the petitioners test i lied that 
the electrical trouble was outside of station, 
nnd that the company was now making ar- 
rangements to'install automatic regulators 
in place of hand. 

lie believed that the trouble at Chestnut 


City .Solicitor W. 8. Slocum closed the 
case for the petitioners, by calling attention 
to the fact that the uiik company, starl ing 
wltn a capital of $2.70,000, now had $817,000 
of which $707,000 had been paid by the 
consumers. 

'Hie profit Inst year of $02,000, to which 
should he added the $8,loo improperly 
charged to expense account, making a total 
ol $70,000, allowed $27,000 for dividends 
ami interest, ami left $17,000 from which 
the depreciation should he deducted, und 
the rest might to be returned to the con- 
sumers. 

Mr. Slocum cnlled attention to the fact 
that the city grants this company, free of 
charge, locations for poles, wires und gas 
mains in the public streets, and that the 
cost of public lighting comes eventually 
nut of the private consumer, ns a taxpayer, 
and as a consequence, the city should have 
Its product tit the lowest possible price. 

As to the tests made by experts, the can- 
dle power is the real test, ami Mr. Hough 
shows the actual conditions in the City. 
Mr. Haines not giving any test of candle 
power whatever, Mr. Slocum believed the 
city entitled to a substantial reduction in 
rates, as the present contract was made 
when rates wore much higher than now. 

At the close of the hearing the commis- 
sion took the case under advisement.

Mill was caused originally by the change 
from contract to meter system, and tlmt 
the residents there would never be pleused 
until that feeling had worn off. 

In the matter of day servloe the companv 
will respoiul if tliuie is any real demand 
for it. 

In the matter of prices, the tables of 
comparison submitted show that on house 
lighting in IK Massachusetts cities, the 
average is 19.2 cents per kilowatt; New- 
ton's price being IK cents. There ure K cities 
higher and 4 lower than IK cents. 

On street incaudescents, the evidence 
seemed to show that whutever dilliculty ex- 
isted was caused by baud regulation and 
old lamps. Of 9 cities compared in the 
tables, the uveruge price per kilowatt hour 
wus .0082 cents, Newton’s price being .0008 
cents, and only three being lower thun 
Newton. 

The differences between the tests made by 
Mr. Ilougii for the city and Mr. Karnes for 
the compuny are ridiculous. Hough’s were 
confined to H selected lamps only and aver- 
aged 74.025 watts, while Karnes tested :n> 
lights at random, and averaged 89,1 watts, 
tiie contract being 87 5 watts. 

As to arc lights, the price paid ' is 2 54 
cents per hour, while of 12 cities compared 
the average is 8 50 cents per hour. 0 are 
higher and 5 are lower than Newton, while 
the average number of arcs in the cities 
lower than Newton is 5.10, Newton having 
only 229. 

As to gas, the evidence showed that the 
company wus now remedying the pressure 
at Newton Highlands by a new main. 

In comparing prices paid by Newton and 
surrounding cities und towns, many things 
should be considered, Brookline for in- 
stance, has au output of nearly 8 million 
feet, to about one und a halt million in 
Newton. 

Duly four places have dollar gas in tho 
state, Boston, Brook line, Lowell and Lynn, 
the last is nearer New ton tor matter of 
comparison, uml still is largely in excess as 
the tallowing figures show:

The comparisons of lOcitDs uveruge 1.41 
cents per looo feet. 

On an estimated out put of 1,100,000 feet 
the cost to t lie company for manufacturing 
and distribution is 78 HI cents per 1000; udd 
dividends ut 8 per cent, on gas investment 
15 74 cents, und depreciation ut 3 per cent , 
or 8 (»l cents, equuls 103 2H, to which 
should be milled the increased cost of coal, 
equal to 7.77 cents und loss on residuals or 
2.40 cents, making a total of $1.1349 for tiie 
actual cost of cus per 1O00 feet. The re- 
ceipts of oomuuny uveruge $1.20 per 1090, 
leaving a surplus of about 12 12 cents pet 
1000 or $12,700. The deficit on tiie electri- 
cal side is ubi.ut $0,000, leuving a net sur- 
plus of ubout $ 0 , 800 . A reduction of 10 
cents per 1000 feet would result in a total 
deficit of $0,000 to tiie company, and one of 
five oents would only just enuble them to 
I>ny their bills. 

The commission should bear in mind that 
tiie business of both gas und electricity 
should be considered as un entirety, and 
tlmt the compulsory nature of the statute 
should be a large fuctor in tbeir decision. 

In the eleotricul business, the company 
makes money on products sold tho prtvute 
consumer, but loses money on tjiut sold to 
tiie city, while the city tukes 73 per cent, of 
the electricity furnished. The house light- 
ing also is responsible for a large cost in 
the wuy of meter und clerical usslstuuce. 

On the mutter of dividends puid.the com- 
mission should consider the anxiety and 
uncertainty of this form of investment 
und reach tiie conclusion that 8 per cent, 
wus none too large, us tiie business is still 
experimental and new inventions are likety 
to .supplant the present costly plants. 

Mr. James A. Lowell appeared for the elec- 
trical side of the petition, and ridiculed the 
proposition advanced by Mr. Burdett tlmt 
the electrical business was being done by 
the compuny ut a loss of $ 0000 , claiming 
tlmt the various reports of t he commission 
failed to show any such condition. It was 
also peculiar tlmt while the ofliciuls of the 
I company have known for 3 years tlmt an 
| additional plant was needed, yet the neoes- 
| sury steps in tliut direction were only taken 
after the petition hud beeu presented to tiie 
1 commission. 

| As to Chestnut Hill, tiie residents are not 
anxious for reduced prices, if good ser- 
vice, free renewals and day service are 
grunted. Mr. Lowell also criticized the 
management of the conqmny, especially 
their luiluie to locate trouble caused by a 
broken pole during a month und u half, 
und claimed tlmt us the company ttmde 
more money out of gas it neglected to push 
its electricity business. 

Mr. Qeu. 11. Mellett fertile gus side of 
tho petition, called attention to Mr. Bur- 
dett’s dexterity in juggling iiguies.aud said 
tlmt tiie compuny wus evidently upprouoh- 
ing a financial crisis, witii a receivership in 
sight, if Mr. Burdett was to be believed. 
As a matter of fuel, tiie commission reports 
showed tlmt this company bud never been 
so prosperous as dining tiie past yeur. 
Within the last ten years tiie compuny hud 
been reiuui kubly successful und can led a 
larger sum to profit und loss euch year. 
Mr. Mellon also culled utteulion tlmt the 
directors of tiie compuny hud not testified 
us to the future pluus of tiie compuny, 
i unit Ihut there wus no cerluiuty 
tlmt the remedies ueeded would be 
applied. Mr. Melleu suw no rcusou why 
dollur gus should not be grunted, und 
laughed ut tiie enormous risks incurred in 
making investment in the gus business. 
Bonds of this compuny could be flouted at 
4 1-2 per cent , und lie believed tlmt d per 
cent, would bo u fuir dividend rate. 

Tiie vicious bookkeeping of the company 
wus severely criticized, und intention culled 
to the $208,000 charged to depreciation in 5 
years. A 3 per cent, charge ou tiie fictitious 
value of tiie pluut for depreciation wus 
commented upon, us well Us the fact that 
ull surplus income received from ooinmm- 
cis. hud beeu used to extend the pluut. 

Mr. Mellon believed that the gus consum- 
er not only lmd been paying ull proper 
charges for years, but luigely in excess of 
vvhut wus tight, as file ussets of tiie com- 
puny lmd doubled within to years, with the 
liabilities the mint* us iu 1893. 


To go back to tiie beginning, whenever 
anybody leaves a state of nature in any- 
thing, he is sure to encounter certain dis- 
advantages, for which he must seek to find 
some compensating advantages. One prob- 
lem of civilization, for instance, is to keep 
un Indian’s keen eyesight, acute observa- 
tion of ull signs of movement or duuger.his 
agility and endurance while gaining tiie 
advantages of civilized life. The greut 
open fire-place was but one remove from 
tiie out-iloor camp fire, und our fathers 
throve in its cheer uml thorough ventila- 
tion. But, now, we cuu no longer dump 
ox carts, or wheelbarrows of logs into 
them. We have first, grutes, then stoves, 
then furiiuces or rud tutors, iu tbeir place, 
uml make siiiul) urtistic fire-places, largely 
unused, as relics of a simpler, hardier, and 
healthier past. 

The two difficulties with nearly all radi- 
ator heating, that is, by "direct” radiation 
only, whether by steam, or hot water, are 
first, that, of themselves, they afford no 
ventilation, and, second, tlmt they make 
the uir of the bouse disagreeably uud in- 
juriously di y. 

Ventilation, if not otherwise provided 
for. cun fairly well he lmd by small coli- 
seum window openings, not, however, di- 
rectly against the wind. Wholes- in? 
moisture, to diminish flouting dust and 
possible germs therein, uud superdrying of 
the tace und bauds, can be secured by the 
liberal use of large evaporating suucers.to- 
getlier with plants on every floor, reiu- 
torced by as mucu steam as cuu con- 
veniently be lmd irom the kitchen. New 
teira coita colored flower pot saucers are 
not at all unsightly, since "handsome is 
that Handsome Uoet>,” uud cuu often be on 
radiators iu dusky corners. A dozen to it 
dozen und a halt of these of teu to twelve 
inches diameter, will evapoiate from two 
to three gallons of water daily, according 
to the heat ol the radiutors. 

Fifty to seventy five flower pots scattered 
in groups all over the house will evaporate 
ubout as much more, besides keeping our 
summer hearts alive with something of 
gurdeu-likeautii ities.wkh happy memories 
of pusl summers unit happy hopes ot those 
to come. Then a brouil preserve kettle ou a 
vucaut stove cover will yield efl'eotive reln- 
lorcement, anil thus, altogether, it is not 
very difficult to keep an indoor summer 
air all winter, much to the udvuutage ol 
home health und happiness. 

There is no pluce like home. Nothing is 
too giymi for it. It is well worth ull the 
labor it costs to perfect it. Home exer- 
cise is the best und pays the best every- 
way. "God Bless Our iiome.’’

FOR DOLLAR GAS. 


The decision of the Gas Commission on 
the petition for oheaper and better gas ami 
electricity will be awaited with great inter- 
est by every citizen. The evidence presen- 
ted by the petitioners shows conclusively 
that the company can afford to sell gas at a 
much lower rate than at present, notwith- 
standing the claim made by its counsel 
that a reduction of ten cents per thousand 
feet would cause the company to do busi- 
ness at a loss. The last report to the Com- 
mission, showed a net protit of over $r»2.000 
on both gas and electricity, to which should 
be added an item of $8,100 for construction 
charged deliberately as ^repairs, showing 
a total profit of over $70,000 from which 
the items of dividends and interest, 
amounting to $25,000 and a 3 per cent al 
lowance for depreciation, say $15,000, 
should be deducted, leaving a handsome 
balance of $30,000. This amount the peti- 
tioners claim has been taken from the con- 
sumer in excess of legitimate charges, and 
if their contention is allowed, there can 
be no question but what a material reduc- 
tion will be granted. 


AN ANCIENT CUSTOM. 


One of the relics of the old charter still 
survives in the annual establishment of an 
excess and deficiency account to which, in 
the language of the order, shall be trans- 
ferred the unexpended balances of appro- 
priations ami from which shall be paid all 
properly approved accounts chargeable to 
appropriations which are iusuffleieut. One 
of the strong features of the present char- 
ter is its positive declaration that “no ex- 
penditure of public money shall be made 
by any officer or board, nor liability in- 
curred by or oa behalf of the city, beyond 
the amount duly appropiiated therefore" 
etc. 

It is admitted that the object of the order 
is to allow the payment of bills of some 
departments which otherwise would ex- 
ceed the appropriations as tixed h\* the 
board of uldermen. The amount of such 
bills whlhh can be paid with such an ac 
count established, is limited only by the 
credit side of the account, which usuallj 
amounts to a very large sum. No one 
questions the honesty of the departments 
or of the city officials in this matter, but 
in riew of the language of the charter a> 
quoted above, such uu account should not 
be required, ami its discontinuance would 
serve to make the departments more care- 
ful in their drafts upon appropriations. 


CITY ORDINANCES. 


There has been a growing tendeucy to 
place among the ordinances of the city, 
matters which are extraneous to t lie real 
intent of the luw granting such rights to 
the uldermen. Webster detines an ordi- 
nauoe as a statute, law edict or decree, and 
there can be no question that the legisla- 
ture intended io grant the police power to 
the municipalities by allowing them to 
make by-laws or ordinances. An ordinance 
therefore, should tie limited to subjects 
over which the police power needs to be 
exercised, or to those matters which apply 
to the whole city. Its use to regulate in- 
ternal matters at the City Hall or to 
make rules to govern tlm action of the 
board of alderman only serves to weaken 
the authority which its restriction to legi- 
timate uses would otherwise carry.

The Morr of n Hoodoo Hnf. 

Mr. John Cooper, one of Dooly coun- 
ty's most prominent citizens, is In the 
city on his way to Augusta to attend 
tiie old veterans’ reunion. When lie 
got ofT the train, he looked up Captain 
Warren Muscle) , one of the bravest of 
tiie boys wh» went out in tiie sixties, 
nnd they immediately began swapping 
reminiscences about their army life in 
Virginia. Finally Mr. Cooper nsked 
Captain Moseley If he remembered tiie 
Yankee lint. A reporter who was stand- 
ing there heard the following story, 
which both men vouch for ns being ab- 
solutely true: 

On tiie first day of the battle of Win- 
chester a Yankee was killed so near 
the line of battle Hint a soldier of the 
name of McLendon, Company I, Fourth 
Georgia, picked up the lint nnd put it 
on ntul wore it. lie had not had it on 
Ills head for more than two hours when 
he was shot through the head, the bul- 
let piercing the lint lti almost tlio same 
hole that the bullet had entered that 
killed the Yankee. 

Another soldier of the name of Woo- 
ten of Company .11, Fourth Georgia, 
picked up the hat nml put it on, nnd in 
less than nn hour lie, too, wns killed, 
the bullet striking him In the head near 
tlio place where the other two bullets 
had entered. 

The next day another soldier of the 
name of Kilpatrick of Company II, 
Fourth Georgia, wns wearing the lint 
when he, too, was struck in tiie head 
and killed. 

Although the hnt wns n fine one, it 
wns left lying on the field, ns there 
wns no one who would wear it. ns four 
men who lind worn it were then cold 
nnd st i IT, nnd each one had been shot 
through the hut In almost the same 
place.— M neon News.

I have seen chickens and geese picked 
clean of feathers aud yet feebly alive. 

I remember, had a hole 
teu feet In diameter cut out of its roof, 
ns If by a circular saw. 1 have seen 
the black, whirling cloud lift a build- 
ing nnd shake it to pieces, as one 
shakes a pepper box. One of the 
worst cyclones 1 ever knew threw a 
heavy iron safe about as a child might 
toss a wooden alphabet block in play. 

It is an irresponsible as well ns nn 
almost omnipotent monster, and it 
seems to love the hideous jokes of Its 
own coneoetiug. 


Dii.ii iid’ii “Little Italy.” 

The Boston Transcript says that Bos- 
ton’s “Little Italy” is established in the 
very quarter where Paul Revere lived 
nnd whence he bore the message of 
the belfry. The Old North square rip- 
ples with the color nnd music of for- 
eign faces and tongues. The Old North 
church itself cannot have far to go 
to neighbor with Fraueiseau chapels 
and Roman Catholic cathedrals, the 
whole medley of a foreign world usurp- 
ing that place where once Puritanism 
reigned supreme.

As he Is frequently a 
hungry man with a well developed 
taste for malt liquors, the part is usual- 
ly played with zest a little out of keep- 
ing with the dreadful nature of the 
ohligatiou assumed, for it is firmly be- 
lieved that lu thus eating aud drinking 
the slu eater actually burdens his soul 
with the sins of the deceased.— Kansas 
City Independent.
